>\ hen last Friday evening’s special meet- 
ing of the board of aldermen was oalled to 
order Vice-President Henry Rally was in 
the chair. There were ten members 
present. 

The first business was a communication 
from Mayor Wilson relative to the sewer 
in Philips street. No sooner had it been 
read by City Clerk I. F. Kingsbury than 
Alderman I.yinan rose to a point of order 
saying that in his opinion there was not a 
quorum of board members present. 

Vice-President Bally ruled the point 
well taken and despatched City Messenger 
Wellington to search city hull for the 
absent members. In a few minutes the 
city messenger returned, saying there were 
no members "in the building.” 

After a brief informal consultation 
among board members it was moved by 
Alderman Whittlesey that the board ad- 
journ until the second Monday in Septem- 
ber. The motion was unanimously oarried 
w t lout discussion. 

Mayor Wilson was in his oflloe at city 
ball when the notion of the board was an- 
nounced. On learning the reason for ad- 
journment and that three aldermen were 
on the ir mt steps of city hall at the time 


the mayor became indignant and expressed 
himself as greatly surprised, lie decided 
without hesitancy, however, that a special

meeting should be held Monday evening 
and on Saturday morning issued notices to 
this effect to all board members. 

A bit of by-play that indicated Mayor 
Wilson’s feelings followed the adjournment 
and must have come as a surprise to the 
trio on the steps. 

The clerk of committees oalled upon 
Mayor Wilson and asked ii his honor was 
prepared to confer with the special com- 
mittee appointed to adjust land damage 
claims. The mayor inquired if either 
Messrs. Weed, Lowell or Lothrop were 
members of the special committee. The 
clerk of committees answered in the alii rel- 
ative and named two of those aldermen as 
members of the special committee. At this 
Mayor Wilson replied, “I do not wish to 
confer with them to night.” 

Many of those aldermen that made up 
the ten in the aldermanic chamber were at 
a loss to account for the action of the trio 
and shared the indignation of the mayor. 

MONDAY NIOIIT'8 SESSION. 

There was a quorum present when Vice- 
President Buily called Monday evening’s 
speciul meeting to order. These members 
were in their seats: Lyman, Chesley, 
Nagle, Bally, Weldon, Whittlesey, Ivy, 
Norris, Stickney, Morton and Weeks. 

The mayor returned, without his signa- 
ture, the order for additional sewer con- 
struction in Philips street. Commonwealth 
avenue, Hyde school and Clafiin school. 
On motion of Alderman Chesley these 
vetoes were laid on the table for considera- 
tion at the next meeting. 

A communication from Alderman Dana, 
who was disinclined to be present, was 
read as follows: 

Boston, duly 3, 1899. 

Henry Bally, Esq. 

Vice-President, Board of Aldermen, or 
other presiding officer; 

Dear Sir,— 1 do not expect to be present at 
the meeting of the board of aldermen this 
evening, and therefore ask you kindly to 
lay this letter before it, for the purpose of 
•lacing upon record herewith my belief in 
he illegality of such meetingand the nullity 
of its acts, 

First, Because the mayor has no author- 
ity to cali u special meeting to consider 
matters which are ul ready pending before 
the board, ami upon which the board lias 
taken definite action by adjournment, as it 
bus in reference to most, if not all, the 
communicitions, reports and orders, upon 
the submitted docket. Less than a quorum 
at a. regular meeting (that is, a stated meet- 
ing under tlie rules, ot; a meeting held by 
special adjournment, at which there is a 
new order of business) is vested by the 
charter, with full powers of adjournment, 
the same us if there were a quorum, und 
the authority of the mayor to call special 
meetings is confined by the context of the 
charter, as well us good sense, to subjects 
upon which the board lias not defined its 
attitude, (such us cases of emergency, inad- 
vertence ami tire like), und which ure sub- 
mitted to the board for action by the call 
itself. It does not extend to Hie making 
up of an executive docket and providing 
the board with an order of busiuess, or 
dictating to it the precise time ut which the 
bourd shall take action upon a matter 
which is alreudy pending before it. That 
is a legislative function, to yield which 
would be to yield the independence of the 
board. 

Second, Because two of the matters for 
consideration have been laid over under 
charter objection till the "next meeting” of 
tlie board. This means, ill my judgment, till 
the next stated meeting under tlie rules, 
or meeting held by special adjournment, at 
which there is a new order of business, not 
a special meeting, called by the mayor.

Ti e order appropriating 8 «ks for engin- 
eering service on drainage of South 
Meadow brook was referred to the high- 
w ay committee. 

The order transferring $ 2,000 from 
i-peeial appropriation for Watertown street I 
to special appropriation for ltiver street, j 
was adopted. 

The order appropriating $3,122 for inter- 
est on loans was adopted.

LITTLE NOISE ON THE FOURTH. 

INDEPENDENCE DAY IN NEWTON THE 

QUIETEST IN YEARS— NOISY ELEMENT 

WENT OUT OF TOWN— FIREMEN KEPT 

BUSY. 

Aside from an unusual number of fires, 
the Fourth in Newton was the quietest in 
years. Although Chief of Police Tarbox 
had removed the 3 o’clock restriction, and 
permitted noise after midnight, Monday, it 
seemed as quiet ns any other holiday in 
Newton, except for tlie occasional explo- 
sion ot a miniature cannon or tire-cracker. 

The regular police force was augmented 
by 40 specials, divided between the three 
divisions ami assigned for patrol duty. It 
wus with but little difficulty that the city 
ordinances were enforced, and few acts of 
vandalism were reported. 

Some one tapped tlie fire alarm wires 
near box 92 at Oak Hill, shortly after 12 
Tuesday morning, and 20 blows were 
sounded, throwing the fire and police de- 
partments into a state of confusion. Dur- 
ing the nigtit 40 lights of glass in a green 
house at Auburndale were broken, and on 
a Lexington street trolley wire of the New- 
ton street railway cohipany was hung the 
effigy of a man. 

It is thought by many experienced polioe 
officers that the "slam-banging” in the 
neighboring boroughs of Waltham and 
Watertow'n was so attractive to the 
"naughty, sporty, relinking boys” that they 
slighted Newton, and preferred to blow-otl 
where the "oops" were less in number and 
the punch and high balls come swifter. 

The river was thronged with canoes 
Monday night, all day Tuesday and Tues- 
day night. The attendance ut Norumbega 
park was phenomenal. It was wonderful, 
however, that not a mishap occurred to 
mar tlie day at this popular resort. The 
immense crowds were easily handled and 
there was not the slightest disturbance. 
All electric lines enjoyed a liberal patron- 
age. 

It may have been that the intense heat 
had its effect ou enthusiastic celebrants, 
yet many residents kept "open-house” 
throughout the day, and private patriotic 
demonstrations were iu order. 

There were few accidents. Colin 
Shaw was drowned at Newton Centre, and 
Mrs. II, W. Winter had her right hand 
blown off at Newtonville. The Newton

It is thought tlie blaze was 
caused by a lighted cannon cracker being 
thrown in a quantity of wood. 

Box 05 was rung at 12.50 for a fire in an 
Italian shanty on vacant land off Boyistou 
street. Newton Highlands. The building 
ami its contents, including a huge number 
of laborers’ tools, was burned to tlie 
ground. Loss $100, cause incendiary. 

About 2 :k) the fire department was called 
out on a still alarm to extinguish u fire iu a 
barn on the David Hall estute at Oak hill. 
The blaze, which was of incendiary origiu, 
had gained great headway before it was 
discovered, and tlie department was unable 
to save tlie building flom being a total loss. 

Two alarms were sounded from box 21 
The first at 9.45 for a blaze on the roof of a 
dwelling on Chundier street, Nonantum, 
owned by Mary Murphy und occupied by 
Burt Burr, which was extinguished with a 
loss of $25, and the second at 11.43 for a 
lire in an unoccupied barn off Adams street, 
Nonantum, owned by Michael Driscoll, 
x he damage was slight.

The noticeable merits of Paul Carah, Cor- 
nishman, by Churles Lee. are simplicity 
and sustained strength. The characters, 
though adults, are curiously like children ;

Echo Bridge. 

Every day the far famed bridge at New- 
ton Upper Falls, is visited by those who 
huve never seen the delightful pluce be- 
fore. They have heard of it but never 
went there to see for themselves. Once 
there as visitors they come again and there 
is no where such an attractive ride as the 
one to this snot on the electrics from Wut- 
ertown and Newtonville. 

The river is narrowed down by the rocky 
cliffs that tower on each side into a narrrw 
gorge through which the waters rush with 
great force. 

Here in a single spun from shore to 
shore, the bridge stands outlined against 
the deep green of tiie towering hemlooks 
on the west bank. Under the last arch a 
platform allows the visitor to stand under 
the ureh and the spoken word is repeated 
as nearly as cun be counted forty times. 
Again and again until it dies away in the 
distuuce apparently is the echo heard. 

Tired of the echo, it is a short walk to 
the top of the bridge, and its tine prome- 
nade luld in concrete and feuoed with iron 
railings. What a view is spread out for 
the visitor. To the north, the distant 
mountains and ranges of hills with a 
glimpse of Wachusett ou a clear day. 
Under foot rushes the rapid river in its im- 
petus course to the sea. Aoross the bridge 
there are foot paths winding in und out 
among the forest trees and over the hills 
that remind one of the hills of New Hamp- 
shire.

THE HALF HOLIDAY GRANTED. 


The board of aldermen have finally 
pnssed the order granting a Saturday half- 
holiday to city laborers during July and 
August, after a spirited contest, which 
had at times something of an opera bouffe 
character. 

As the number of laborers in the city 
employ is smaller than at any time for 
years, the half-holiday will not prove so 
very expensive, and people are discussing 
whether the project was a move for votes, 
and if so whether it will attract more votes 
than it repels. 

It is said that more of the usual city 
laborers are idle than are at work, and 
that the idle ones blame Mayor Wilson’s 
economy for their lack of work. If so, 
will they be pleased at the favor shown 
those so fortunate as to have a job, or will 
they be envious at what they may call par- 
tiality and thus cause the new order to 
make more enemies than friends? 

As for the lux-payers generally, we 
imagiue that they look upon the matter 
with equanimity, and their votes will not 
he affected one way or the other. Some 
of them have expressed surprise at Mayor 
Wilson’s appearance in a I’ingree role, as 
such a thing was, they said, unexpected of 
him, but in this hot weather they cau sym- 
pathize with any movement for the even 
partial obliteration of work. 

THE ATJTS" ANT) - RESOLV ES. 

Whaterever may have been the faults of 
the last legislature, there is this to be said 
in its favor, that the pamphlet of acts and 
resolves is smaller than any volume siuoe 
1892, and the Secretary of state says that 
the blue book will be some 200 pages 
smaller this year than last. It is rather 
suggestive when the work of legislative 
bodies receive praise for such a reason* 
as the highest encomium that can be passed 
upon them. 

There was an absence this year of long 
and important acts, such as the Torrrns 
Land title registration system, aud the 
longest act this year is that to simplify 
criminal proceedings, taking up 10 pages. 
The new' charter for Melrose is the next 
in length, witli 18 pages, aud Somervilles 
charter is only 10 pages, although Somer- 
ville is much tlie larger city. 

The index gives an idea of the relutive 
'importance of classes of subjects, us the 
appropriation bills take up nearly two 
pages, while Huston alone takes up al- 
most a page, which shows the truth of the 
claim that Bostou takes up a large share 
of the time of the legislature, with its po- 
litical fuctions fighting fur position, aud 
undoing one year the work of the year 
previous, not because the work was not 
good, but simply because it did not result 
politically in the way desired. 

The cities of the state take up two aud 
one half pages of the index, although some 
of the largest cities ure omitted, there 
were 18 salary bills and 10 street railway 
bills, not us many us in some years, but 
still showing the growth of the street rail- 
way s) stem. 

There ure two and a quarter pages re- 
lating to tow ns, which are always seeking 
some method of relief, aud the smaller 
the town, the more legislation is demuud- 
ed, is too often the rule. 


Thk lease of the Huston & Albany to 
the New York Central fills Newton people 
with coullicting emotions. If it goes 
through will our pretty stations with their 
garden like grounds become like those on 
the New York Centrul line? That com- 
pany does not believe in wasting paint or 
spending money for icathetio considera- 
tions, and its pussenger cars ure many of 
them abominations. The Boston *Y Albuny 
has not been especially liberal in the fitting 
up of its locul passenger curs, but they ure 
palatial compared with those of the New 
York Central. On the other hand, possibly 
the Vandervilt control will introduce more 
progressive methods, und give us more 
frequeut trains uml lower fares. The Bos- 
ton A Albany has seen its local patronuge 
slipping aw uy by the street cur competition 
without luukinguu effort to retain it; but 
perhups the muuugers looked upon such u 
result as“muuifest destiny,” aud for tlm* 
reason were disposed to tuke up with the 
Vuuderbilt offer. 


Tjik Fourth in Newton was of the usual 
quiet character, with no public celebrutiou 
except ut New ton Centre, where the public 
spirit aud patriotism of the citizens ure 
always exhibited. The rest of the city 
depended on the discharge of fire crackers 
and pistols by the small boys, the keeping 
of open house for friends in an informal 
way, und tin; discharge of tu re or less 
elaborate fireworks in the evening. The 
noise of the night before was kept well in 
hand by the police, who ure entitled to 
great credit for preventing auy disturb- 
ances. There were the usual number of 


small fires, and the firemen had a busy 
time, but not much damage was done. 
Fortunately the list of accidents was not 
as large as usual, although there were a 
few of a serious olmracrer. 


Ex -S enator Edmands has an article on j 
expansion In this week’s Independent, in 
w hich he demands that the administration 
shall trust the people and disclose to the 
people precisely what took place before 
the capture of Manila, and what promises 
were made to the Filipinos. He asked if 
Spain had anything but a "pretended” 
sovereignty to cede, and demands the rea- 
son for a sudden turning of Filipino friend- 
ship into hostility. He concludes : 

"First let us know the whole truth of 
wlmt has happened and then perhaps the 
advocates of glory or dominion or trade or 
civilization and religion advanced by the 
cannon and the bayonet and supported by 
the blood nml treasure of our people, can 
point out to us how these are "the ways of 
pleasantness and the paths of peace.” 

In fact all this censorship business Is un- 
American, alien to our system of govern- 
ment, and only a copy of the policy of the 
Spaniards. 

Even in Newton there are~ people who 
go away for the summer and leave their 
pet cats to shift for themselves through the 
long summer, or to be cared for by the 
charity of those who remain at home. 
There are exceptions, however, and the 
story is told of one lady, who has her pet 
cat chloroformed and buried in the gurden 
every summer before starting on her vaca- 
tion. She says she Is very fond of cats and 
so she secures a new one every fall on her 
return, only to go through with the same 
process the next spring. They do say that 
her garden is nearly full of the skeletons 
of these chloroformed pets, but the lady 
has the satisfaction of knowing that her 
cats never suffer from huuger during the 
summer, when she is away at the summer 
resorts. 


The report of burglaries in the closed 
houses in Boston apparently have no ter- 
rors for Newton people, for the vacation 
season finds many of our residences closed 
up as usual, and their owners away to 
their summer homes. For some reason 
Newton has never been a popular place 
with burglars, possibly because of the ac- 
tivity and w atchfulness of our police force, 
who always keep a sharp look out on j 
houses that have been shut up for the sum- | 
mer. Many of the owners aid in this by , 
sending notice toihe Chief of Police, of ' 
the dute of their going away and the 
length of their absence, and then the po- | 
licetnen are instructed to use extra care in 
looking after such houses. 


Tiie colleges are fast being provided 
with presidents, the two that have been 
announced latest being the Newton 
Theological Institution and Amherst Col- 
lege. Rev. Dr. Wood, the new president 
of the Newton Institution, is said to be a 
man who is in every way qualified to keep 
up the high traditions maintained by Dr.

The board of aldermen have turned 
down the order for the appropriation of 
money for the purchase of more land for 
the Bigelow school lot. This is a rather 
unexpected set back, aud tbe friends of 
the school are now rather at sea as to what 
shall be done. It is said that the extra 
land is almost a necessity, and if the alder- 
men refuse to change their mind, the plans 
w 111 have to be changed again unless some 
generously disposed citizens step in and 
buy the lo t themselves.

Rev. Clay MacCautey’s Letter. 

The remarkable letter by Rev. Clay Mac- 
Cauley, in the Boston Transcript of Wed- 
nesday, is the most important document 
yet published as showing the real condition 
of affairs in the Philippines, which the 
government has kept from the public. 
Mr. MacCuuiey is u missionary of the 
Unitarian church, who has lived for years 
in Tokio. Japan. lie is a republican in 
I our politics, and has been such since the 
i rise of the republican party. He was a 
, Union soldier in the civil war, aud, for a 
time, after the battle of ChancellorsviUe, 
lie was confined in Libby prison. Mr. 
i MacCauley, it should ulso be said, has 
avowed thut during the lute war with 
Spain he sympathized witli the Immuuitu- 
i iuu aim thut seemed to guide it, and "wel 
i corned tiie prospect of our gainiug for 
their protection aud guidance tiie people of 
tin* West Indies und tiie Philippines, as- 
i Miming all along thut these peoples desired 
! our help.” 

He was iu Manila in January uml states 
what lie saw, and his testimony appeurs to 
be credible, lie mukes the following rather ■ 
seusutionul statements : 

1. Major-Gen. Utis told Mr. MacCauley | 
in January that he regretted thut the i 
Washington legislators did not better un- ! 
derstand the conditions in tiie Philippines, i 
”1 did not believe iu the annexation of ( 
these isluuds when I came here.” said Gen. 
Utis, "and I do not believe iu their annex- 
ation now.” 

2. Admiral Dewey told Mr. MacCauley : i 
"Bather than make a war of conquest on ! 
tliis people, I would up anchor uud suil out 

! of the harbor.” 

'Hie responsibility for the war he places ; 
directly upon tiie administration, and ■ 
show s thut everything pointed to the war 
even before tiie treaty w as sent to tiie Sen- 
ate. The ill-timed and uu wise "benevolent , 
assimilation” proclamation made peace be 
i tween the natives uml our troops impossi- 
ble, und lie fixes upon tiie annexation 
policy of the President us the sole cuuse of 
1 the tragedy.

HORRORS OF COCAINE. 

FrlRtitful Sensation* of Those Whs 
Are wlnvc* to the Omit. 

Those evils cannot bo more strongly re- 
vealed than In the experience of uu Aus- 
tralian pliysieitin. lie lias given the 
world of medicine the benefit of n muni- 
tion of what he underwent after he hud 
become addicted to the almost constant 
use of the drug. In the course of that 
confession, which he did not hesitate to 
make public, lie said, in describing his 
sensations: "The first feeling a eoeainist 
has is an indescribable excitement to do 
something great: to leave a mark. Rut, 
alas, this disappears as rapidly ns it 
comes, ami soon every part of the body 
seems to cry out for a now syringe. 
The second sensation -at first, at least, 
no hallucination— is that his hearing is 
enormously increased, so that he hears 
the tlies walking over the paper. Very 
soon every sound begins to lie a remark 
about himself, mostly of a nasty kind, 
and he begins to carry on a solitary life, 
his only companion being his beloved syr- 
inge. Every passer by seems to talk 
about him. Often and often have 1 stop- 
ped persons or ordered the police to nr- 
rest them, thinking they were talking 
about me. 

"After a relatively short time begins 
the ‘hunting of the cocaine bug.’ You 
imnginc that in your skin worms or simi- 
lar things are moving along. If you 
touch them with wool, especially ab- 
sorbent wool, they run away and disap- 
pear, only to peep cautiously out of some 
corner to see if there is any danger. 
These worms are projected only to the 
cocainist's own person or clothing. He 
secs them on his washing, in his skin, 
creeping along his penholder, hut not on 
other people or things and not on clothes 
brought clean from the laundry. How is 
this to be explained? About the same 
time appear many other hallucinations of 
the opticus and, strange to say, self sug- 
gested hallucinations also. Night turns 
to day. You sit up in your room syring- 
ing until the morning and then fnll asleep 
in a coma. In my case this occurred to 
such an extent that I had to engage a 
hospital warder, who came in the morn- 
ing to revive me with about ten syringes 
of 5 per cent solution, so that I was able 
to drive, not walk, fearing some one 
might gnrrote me. Other dreadful hallu- 
cinations 1 hnd in thousands, all of a per- 
secuting character and frightening the 
life out of me so long as the effects of the 
drug lasted. 

“You see small animals running about 
your body and feel their bites. Every ob- 
ject seems to become alive to stare at 
you. From nil corners look revolvers, 
knives, etc., and threaten yon. Yet, so 
soon ns the effect of the injection is over 
you laugh at it and produce willingly by 
a new injection the same terrors. About 
that time I bought throe St. Bernard 
dogs, thinking they would protect me, but 
ouo night I found they were talking about 
me — how they could get rid of uie— so I 
stood up and shot one of them with a re- 
volver, which I always used to carry. I 
think this was the most dreadful night of 
my life — I standing on the table, with an 
Indian dagger und n syringe on the 
ground, one three foot high dog going to 
die and two rather dangerous dogs roar- 
ing and groaning aloud, reproachfully 
looking at me. who always fancied, ’Now 
comes the moment when they will tear 
you to pieces.’ I stood the night on the 
table until the arrival of my warduiun, 
who hardly risked to enter the room. 

"The strange tiling, however, in the co- 
caine hufct is that there seem to be two 
souls iu the eoeainist — one infested by 
the cocaine, suffering and tortured by its 
effects, tin* other normal, laughing at bis 
fears ami saying: ’What nonsense! It is 
only n hallucination, produced by nn in- 
jection.’ Not frightened enough by these 
experiences and escaping from the trou- 
bles produced by his conduct, on the co- 
cninist goes, taking more und more, and 
then enters a new kind of illusion which 
finishes him up for the mudbouse."— 
Philadelphia Times. 


HOW DIAMONDS ARE "NIPPED.' 


Thieve* Have nn Instrument That 
UiiI.cn the Stculliitf Fn*y. 

"When we speak of a crook ‘nipping’ a 
diamond stud, we use the word advised- 
ly,” suid a central station detective. "It’s 
not u case of idle slung. In 'act, nearly 
nil the words used in a slang way by 
thieves and police officers come nearer to 
expressing the exact idea of what we 
mean to illustrate than most people 
think. Take, for instunee, the phrase 
‘Stole a diamond.’ Now, tliut’s all right 
iu its way. hut there’s a hundred or more 
wavs in which diamonds may he stolen, 
so it gives no clew as to the particular 
method of operation. But when we are 
told that some crook has ‘nipped’ a spark 
we know exactly how he did it uud have 
a fair sort of lead to work on. 

"To ‘nip’ n spark menus to cut off a 
diamond from a man’s shirt frout. Tiie 
phrase originated iu the style of the in- 
strument used by the thief. Diumuuds 
lost iu tills way are not unscrewed or 
pulled out from a shirt front, as some 
people believe. The diamond nipper cur- 
ries a small instrument made like a pair 
of nippers. It can he carried between 
tiie lingers uud kept concealed in that 
way uud lias a little cup into which the 
diamond fall;- when cut from the gold 
mounting When the nipper sees a stone 
that pleases Ids fancy, he simply slips his 
little instrument to the front, jostles and 
shoves his victim, perhups curses him 
for ‘treading on his toes’ ami. having dis 
traded his attention, slips one hand close 
to his bosom A simple move, a pressure 
of tiie linger, tin* sharp jaws elutch the 
shank of the pin oi st ml. the diamond 
drops into the cuplike rcreplnelc uud the 
nipper is gone, bo is the diamond."— 
Chicago Inter Ocean.

The little island in the Pacific ocenn 
said to have l»een seized b.v Japan and 
which the United States tvas very de- 
sirous of a cHiu it- inn i* generally known 
as Marcus island, hut is also known as 
Marquis or Marcus, of Weeks, and a 
not untenable assumption is that it tuny 
have at one time been the property or the 
residence of a nobleman of this name. 
However this may he. it was uninhabited 
for n Ions time, and it might be unin- 
habited even now if a wide awake Amer- 
ican skipper had not chanced to spy it 
one fine morning a few years ago ns he 
was cruising in the Pacific. 

The name of the skipper is Captain 
Foster, and lie is the commander of a 
•ailing vessel which plies between the 
orient and Sun Francisco. He was mak- 
ing one of his usual trips on the day 
when ho landed at Marcus island, nud 
the result seems to show that he was ful- 
ly justified in going for a few hours out 
of his usual course. True, he found the 
island uninhabited and barren, but then 
he was shrewd enough to see that it 
might prove of considerable value in the 
future, and consequently, ns there was no 
evidence that any oue owned it, he deter- 
mined to take it under his own protection. 

Having arrived at this decision, he re- 
turned to his cabin and wrote a polite let- 
ter to James Q. Blaine, who wns then 
secretary of state, informing him of his 
new acquisition and requesting permis- 
sion to hoist the United States fiag there- 
on. No Americnn ever appreciated an 
adventurous deed more than Mr. Blaine, 
and it did not take him long to send word 
to the modern Robinson Crusoe that he 
wns at full liberty to hoist the United 
States flag from the most conspicuous 
peak of his new domain. This wns wel- 
come news to Captain Foster, and a few 
hours after it reached him the stars nud 
stripes were raised on the island, and 
there they have waved ever since, not a 
•ingle great power uttering a word of pro- 
test, hut all, on the contrary, tacitly, if not 
opeuly, recognizing Captain Foster’s 
• ownership ami the suzerainty of the 
United States. 

This is not surprising, for until recent- 
ly no one except Captain Foster seems to 
have thought the island of any value. It 
Is only five miles long and densely cover- 
ed with trees and shrubbery. A white, 
sandy beach surrounds it. and near its 
center is n knoll rising 200 feet above 
the sea. It is in 24.4 degrees north and 
154.2 degrees enst and is near the track 
of vessels plying between Honolulu and 
Yokohama, being 2,700 miles distant 
from Honolulu and on the direct route to 
Mnnila.— New York Herald. 


A Day Ah«-ml of the Almanac. 

An interesting circumstance incident tc 
Magellan’s circumnavigation of the globe 
and discovery of the Philippines is that 
ever}* degree Magellan sailed westward 
added four minutes to his day until, 
when he reached the Philippines, the 
difference in time amounted to about 10 
hours. 

Curious enough, this escaped the notice 
of all. Elcnno, the only captain who 
made the entire circuit, wns not aware, 
“when he returned to the longitude of 
his departure, that his ship’s logbook” 
was about n day behind ‘‘the time of tin- 
port his long continued westward course 
had brought him back to. The error re- 
mained unnoticed also in the Philippines 
till 1^44, when it was decided t<» pass 
over New Year’s day for once altogeth- 
er - er.” 

Thus it appeared that the Philippines, 
instead- of lying far to the west of Spain, 
the direction in which the discoverers had 
sailed, might more properly be spoken of 
as lying about eight hours east of Spain. 
When it is noon in Madrid, it is about 
8:20 in the evening in Manila and about 
7:10 in the morning at Washington. — Self 
Culture. 


Stone Tell* Ancient Stories. 

The wonder of ages has been settled by 
a fragment of bas-relief discovered in 
Egypt, which shows how the obelisks and 
other large monoliths were transported 
from the quarry to their site. The stone 
is depicted upright on a great galley, or 
vessel, which is being tqwed by a number 
of small boats alongside. 

The method of detaching a monolith 
from the mother rock is also explained 
by a semidetached block in one of the 
quarries at Syene. After having been 
hewn clear on three sides, a deep groove 
was cut into the side still attached to the 
rock, and holes were pierced, into which 
dry wooden pegs were driven. The pegs 
were then wettc*d, and the wood in swell- 
ing broke oft tin* monolith from the quar- 
ry. — Ph iluilel pbin Record .

CF ALL TO MASTER

after a burglar, do not go with a lamp in 
one hand and a revolver in the other. Of 
course it is not likely that there is any j 
i burglar at all. hut if there should be he j 
has every advantage, being on the alert 
and knowing just where to expect you, 1 
while you are fuddled with sleep and do 
not know where he may he. To carry a 
light is simply suicidal, for a matt in 
pitch darkness can aim ns accurately at 
n light ns he enn at a bullse.ve in the day- 
i time. 

A revolver Is the most difficult of nil 1 
firearms to master, and unless you have 
fired thousands of shots w.(h otic at tar- j 
gets till you have learned how to shoot | 
straight you better rely upon a club. 

The best weapon for house defense is j 
a short barreled cylinder bore repeating 
shotgun, commonly called "riot gun.” j 
With a charge of buckshot you tire much 
more likely to hit nn object in the dark ! 
thnn with a single bullet, and it gives a 1 
paralyzing, knock down blow, whereas a i 
pistol bullet seldom puts a man out of nc- i 
, tion before he can strike back. 

1 Fill the magazine of the gnu with shells 
| loaded with buckshot, but leave the ; 
j chamber of the gun empty. Then it is 
safe to keep about the house, for if a j 
1 child or ignorant person gets hold of it 
he cannot discharge the piece by snap- 
ping it, but must first throw the lever, 
j which requires some strength. The gun 
is always ready for instant use by sim- 
j ply pumpiug a shell into the chamber 
from the magazine, nnd then you have 
I several shots in reserve, 
j To hag a burglar without risk to yotir- 
self open a window commanding the 
j yard, have your wife raise an outcry 
from the other end of the house, nnd 
when the criminal dashes out aim low. 

Never use smokeless powder except 
strictly according to the maker’s direc- 
tions. There are three distinct classes of 
smokeless powders— namely, shotgun ni- 
tro. low pressure rifle nitro and high 
pressure ritle uitro. The first is intended 
for shotguns only. It is quick burning, 
nnd on this account dangerous to use in 
rifles. 

Do not fancy that because a rifle bar- 
rel is so much thicker thnn n shotgun it 
offers nntcb loss resistance to tiie expan- 
sion that cuda tigers its bursting. Smoke- 
less powder is practically gun cotton 
tamed down, its explosive principle being 
nitroglycerin or a sintilnr nitro product. 
The low pressure variety is purposely re- 
duced in strength so ns to give the same ' 
pressure, under normal circumstances, as 1 
the same bulk of black gunpowder. It ! 
may be used in any rifle. 

But high pressure uitro is vastly I 
stronger and will burst nn ordinary soft 
steel barrel. I have seen a heavy target 
rifle blown to fragments by it. although 
the barrel was more thnn half nn inch j 
ihiek around the bore. High pressure j 
powder is intended exclusively for special ' 
military nnd sporting rifles having liar- ; 
rels of nickel steel, with n tensile I 
strength of at least 00.000 Dounds to the 
inch. 

Such guns are snfe when properly used, i 
but the ammunition is so different from 
the old black powder cartridges that you 
should not experiment in reloading it un- 
less you have special training. So many 
guns of this description are now sold that i 
a few words of warning will not he 
amiss. 

Do not try to make expanding bullets : 
out of the full jacketed ones by filing off ' 
the points to expose the lend. British , 
soldiers are said to have done this before 
the Dnm Dum bullets were manufactur- 
ed, but it is a hazardous experiment, for 
the following reasons: The regular soft 
point bullets now made by the cartridge ! 
factories have a jacket which covers the 
base of the bullet completely, leaving tho | 
lead exposed at the point, but the hard 
mantle of a full jacketed bullet is rovers- ; 
ed, covering the point, but q°t the head. , 
Consequently if you file off the point of n 
full jacketed bullet, nothing is left of the j 
mantle but n thimble covering the bear- \ 
ing surface. 

Now, when such a bullet is fired, the 
charge of high pressure powder drives it I 
forward with tremendous energy, but the j 
steel thimble is so hard and the bullet fits 
the bore so tightly that great friction is j 
generated, tending to hold the projectile 
back. 

The result of these two forces is that 
the lead core is likely to he driven 
through the thimble, leaving the latter 
sticking in the bore of the gun. nnd if an- 
other shot is then fired the rifle is likely 
to hurst. This would scarcely be the case 
with black gunpowder, which exerts a \ 
fairly uniform pressure nnd would prob- j 
ably only drive out the thimble, ringing, 
but not bursting the barrel. 

But smokeless powder is, as l have | 
said, Inrgely composed of nitroglycerin. : 
It will burn quietly in the open air ami 
will explode moderately when subjected I 
to reasonable pressure, but when it meets | 
sudden and firm resistance it detonates | 
with terrific violence. The effect of burst- | 
ing a gun barrel with smokeless powder j 
is far more disastrous than that of burst- ; 
ing it with nn overcharge of black pow- 
der, the mere report being sufficient to ! 
crack a man’s ear drums ami muke him j 
permanently deaf even though by mar- 
relous good luck be escapes instant death.

A curious byproduct, of zinc Is chloride 
or salts of zinc, which formerly went to 
waste, lint now Is used as a wood preser- 
vative by railroads, bridge builders and 
dock builders, and for the protection of j 
shingles, clapboards, pillars and tiny other 
Wood that Is exposed to moisture or In- 
fluences that, cause decay. Tho salts of 
zinc, in solution, hy hydraulic pressure 
arc forced Into tho pores of tho wood, 
which Is then soaked in a strong solution 
of tnnnin and glue. Tho ties and piling 
now used on the Santa Fo and Southern 
Pacific and other western roads aro treated 
in this manner. The railway companies 
named use from 3,000,000 to 4,000,000 
pounds a year each. With this treatment 
a pine tie, which is tho only kind that can 
In* found out in the mountain country, 
will last three times as long as ono of oak. 
— Chicago Record .

MARKEN MODES. 


The Men'* Fn*lilon* Are Queer, but 
the Women * Queerer. 

The great feature of Marken is the 
costumes of the people. The Marken 
girls when they take service away from 
home in the neighboring cities of the 
Zuyder Zee still tenaciously cling fast to 
their native costume iu all its oddity. 

The men of Marken wear full black 
woolen knee breeches, with black woolen 
stockings, and at home wooden shoes. 
Above they have on a wide blouse fasten- 
ed at the neck with n pair of gold but- 
tons, and underueuth this n red tlaunel 
shirt, which shows at the waist. 

The women outdo them. They wear, 
one und all, a black bodice, over which is 
n stomacher, or “tabbetje,” iu the ver- 
nacular, of bright figured chintz, often of 
large nud pronounced pattern. Their 
black woolen skirts are short and full 
and show at the bottom the edge of a red 
flannel petticoat. Their stockings are 
black, nnd their shoes, at least out of 
doors, are the wooden klompen, that the 
Dutch name so expressively describes. 

The headdress, as everywhere iu Hol- 
land. is the most distinctive part of the 
whole. It consists of a high, cylinder 
shaped ei-.p of colored linen, covered iu 
its turn with u muslin cap, with an edge 
and insertion of lace, all most carefully 
und elaborately made. From under the 
edge of the cap projects, stiff nml 
straight, n long bang of blond hair, and 
from each side over the ears hangs down 
u thick curl to the waist. These curls are 
the particular feature of Murkeu. Old 
nud young wear them, through all the 
varying degrees of luxuriance of growth, 
from the young girl, who assumes this 
whole costume when she arrives nt n 
marriageable age, through the plentiful 
abundance of young womanhood, to the 
stringiness and ultimate paucity of age. 

The Marken children it is utterly im- 
possible to distinguish as to sex at nn 
early age, since all wear skirts nnd tight 
fitting caps. The boys, however, have a 
star shaped crown iu the latter, which 
Is apparent when pointed out. When a 
boy is 5 years old, he lays aside these 
garments for the garb of liis father, 
whom lie straightway resembles iu min- 
iature. The Marken costume is one of 
the brightest and most variously colored 
that can be found anywhere out of more 
southern lands, a circumstance that ten 
dors a Marken clothesline a glory to be- 
hold. — Keystone.

F.ARLY M0PNING FIRE. 


NO!f ABtTI'M BUILD! IlAbl.Y DAMAGED— 
FLAMES WERE BRAVELY FOUGHT BY 
FIREMEN— riERCEOT FIRE IS 5F.WTON 
FOR YEAR*. 


One of the fiercest fires that the Newton 
fire department has been called npon to 
battle with for a number of years broke 
out in the Nnnantnm building on Centre 
street about 1.40 yesterday morning. 

When discovered by Patrolman Richard 
J. Goode the flames were bursting through 
the basement windows and were creeping 
up the stairs and wooden piazzas at the 
rear of the building. The stairs are of 
hard pino and made excellent food for the 
flames. The sky was lighted brilliantly 
and at first it appeared as though the en- 
tire building was doomed. 

Patrolman Goode pulled an alarm from 
box 15, and soon after the arrival of Chief 
Ratidlett, a second and then a general 
alarm was sounded. 

The position of the building made it es- 
pecially difficult for the firemen to fight 
the fire. Lines of hose were ran from 
Jefferson street through an alley in tho 
rear of the building. Clouds of dense 
smoke badly handicapped the firemen as 
they were forced to exercise every effort 
in making an entrance in the back of the 
building. 

The occupants in the apartments on the 
second and third floors were aroused by 
Sergt. Purcell and Patrolmen Dearborn, 
Goode, Haynes, and Lucy, who were soon 
joined by a large number of patrolmen 
from other parts of the city. 

Men, women and children made a hurried 
exit and with as much of their worldly po- 
.sessions as they could carry, w'ere hustled 
out into Centre street. 

Without any attempt at flattery it may 
be truly said that Chief Randlett and his 
men are deserving of considerable praise 
for the able manner in which thej' h light 
the flames. As Chief Randiett expressed 
it, it w as one of the hardest fires to get at 
that Newton firemen have ever tackled. 

Considering the construction of the 
building it is indeed remarkable that a 
more serious loss was not reported. 

The lire originated. It is the general be- 
lief, in the cellar of E. F. Goodwin's res- 
taurant. In the cellar of the building are 
numerous wooden partitions used to di- 
vide the store basements and also as closets 
and store rooms. These led the flames 
along, and soon the entire basement was 
ablaze. The fire crept up the stairs to the 
first floor, but in a short time wsi checked- • 

The greatest amount of damage suffered 
by any occupant of the building was that 
sustained by George II. Pratt, proprietor of 
the Newton Journal. Two linotypes and 
a quantity of type were damaged by the 
heat, and the office floor was flooded with 
water. 

In the restaurant next door to t e Jour- 
nal matters were about as serious, and the 
damage w ill probably reach very near $300. 
The store south of the restaurant is vacant 
ami the next is occupied by E. C. New- 
comb, jeweler. Mr. Newcomb’s stock 
was saved. 'Hie fruit store and restaurant 
of Apostolu Brothers and the grocery of 
Gawu Wilson, all nearer the centre of the 
square, suffered damage to their stock on 
accouut of water. Repairs on the building 
itself will probably be made at a cost not 
exceeding $3000. 

Mr. Pratt estimates his loss at tlO.OOO 
and is fully covered by insurance. Good- 
win, the restaurant keeper, has SCO" in- 
surance in the Boston ami North American 
companies. Apostolu Brothers have $1000 
insurance in the North American company 
and place their loss at S80<* 

The lurgest crowd that turned out in a 
number of years witnessed the tire from 
the sidewalks. Although the crowd was 
perfectly orderly the police were kept 
busy in keeping people out of the building 
and in rendering all possible assistance to 
the firemen. The police have been credited 
w ith good woik, ami Capt. Heustis, action 
chief in the absence of Chief larbox, is 
sharing honors with Sergt. Purcell for the 
excellent manner in which the bluecoats 
did their work.

The school board held an exolting meet- 
ing, Wednesday evening, and attar a warm 
debate Mr. Fllleld was elected superinten- 
dent by a vote of 0 to 4. 

After the calling of the meeting to order 
Mr. Frank H. Howes asked that he be 
given permission to address the committee 
relative to the election of n superintendent 
of schools. In response to a question from 
Mr. A L. Hand, ns to whether ho con- 
templated referring to the present incum- 
bent, Mr. Aldrich, Mr. Howes said that he 
thought it was only natural that Ire should 
refer to him. 

On motion of l)r. J. A. Hamilton, Mr. 
Howes was granted the privilege of speak- 
Ing, and addressed the committee as fol- 
lows: 

"At the last meeting of the board the 
irominating committee brought in the name 
of Mr. Albert Baldwin FI field of New 
Haven as their candidate, and, in connec- 
tion with the general question of the sup- 
erintendenev, they commented on certain 
incidents which are of recent occurrence. 
Although the committee report was silent 
on the one question which has awakened 
intense public interest— namely, the rea 
sons which prompt the committee to favor 
the dismissal of Mr. Aldrich— it was sharp- 
ly critical of Mr. Bond and myself. Tills 
report was read in open meeting and wide- 
ly published. 

"1 am about to nominate Mr. George l. 
Aldrich as superintendent of schools, out, 
before doing so. 1 ask the privilege of ad- 
dressing the board iu open meeting on the 
various matters referred to in this report. 
In what 1 have to say 1 shall try to observe 
the recognized parliamentary forms, and 1 
therefore trust that 1 shall not, as at the 
last meeting, he needlessly interrupted. 1 
feel that if a member is not to be permitted 
to debate or inquire at our meetings, we 
may as well revert at once to the practices 
of the middle ages and settle differences of 
opinion at the point of the lance. 

"The majority members are undoubtedly 
within their rights in following a leader- 
ship which imposes upon them a policy of 
silence; but, surely, some consideration is 
due to the minority members. They, at 
least, should not be forced to stand dumb 
when they believe the welfare of the 
schools is seriously threatened. Able as 
has been the leadership of the majority, I 
cannot but think that in some particulars 
it has made grave mistakes. 

“The people of this city, for instance, 
have been pained to learn that, at its direc- 
tion, majority members have refused to 
pair with a sick and absent member who 
■was with the minority in this matter. 
They were also astonished to see that the 
board had countenanced the election of 
a committee on nomination on which the 
minority was given no representation, a 
proceeding which must have pricked the 
conscience. Actions such as these denote 
power, and they indicate a determination 
to use it without regard to the requirements 
of courtesy or fair play. Let us consider 
another significant matter, namely, the 
methods by which this control of the board 
was obtained. 

"Those active in this movement to depose 
Mr. Aldrich are apparently aggrieved be- 
cause people are saying that members have 
been elected to the board who are pledged 
to vote against his retention. It would, 
indeed, be difficult to prove that there was 
a distinct pre-election pledge given by any 
member. In fact, such formal pledges ate 
rarely given; there is evidence, however, 
that Mr. Benner was very active in select- 
ing candidates to his liking in the wards, 
and I credit him with no little power of 
discrimination. 

"Mr. Samuel Ward lias, ut a recent hear- 
ing, told the committee of a letter written 
by Mr. Benner, urging that the Newton 
Ceutie caucus nominate Messrs. Hunting 
ton and hand, so that a certain plan might 
be carried out. On the day after the last 
election 1 was informed by a man who is 
high in the party councils in Ward 5, that 
it was at Mr. Benner’s suggestion that 
Messrs. Luitwieler and Bacon were nomi- 
nated. The chairman of the political com- 
mittee of Ward 2, has within a few days 
said tliut lie was now going to retire from 
politics, as lie and his friends had succeed- 
ed *in downing’ Aldrich. Ami ut the grad- 
uating exercises in Wards, Mr. Luitwieler 
was heard to remark that they were going 
•fco roast’ Aldrich. 

"1 might add that among those outside 
the board who sympathize with the pur- 
pose of the majority of this committee (am* 


straightforward gentleman, with opinions 
on school matters which lie felt had been 
formed by a wide experience, and which 
he was willing to express at the request of 
members. In all such expressions, he has 
invariably been as considerate and courte- 
ous as lie was clear and convincing. 

“One could not fall to see that ihe public 
welfare was steadily In his mind. 1 need 
only point to the fact that only one mens 
tire during my long service on the hoard, 
which lie 1ms recommended, has failed to 
gain the approval of this hoard. Phis 
of itself speaks volumes. 1 challenge 
any member present to name an occasion 
when Mr. Aldrich’s demeanor ns a public 
servant was not gentlemanly. 1 challenge

“Mr. Aldrich possesses one elmracteris 
tic which is of inestimable valuetou school 
department, and which, in combination 
with a practical mind and great executive 
ability, is extremely rare. I refer to his 
power of interesting and inspiring the 
teachers who are under him; his faculty 
of lifting them out of the mechanical rut 
along which they are only too apt to travel, 
if guided along by textbooks. 

“No one who knows the work Mr. Al- 
drich has done in the Newton schools, and

The mystery surrounding two of the 
principal acts of vandalism committed in 
1 need ] this city on the morning of Fourth of July 
was dispelled by the government's testi- 
mony before Judge Kennedy in the police I 
court Monday morning. The matter came 
somewhat as a surprise, us the police have 
been unusually quiet, though active, in 
their investigations.

According to Inspector 
Fletcher, the only witness on both oases, 
the scene of the depredations was Oak 
Hill. 

After several minor oases had been dis 
posed of the names of George W. Stevens, 
Fred Linn, Leonard Ayers, George G, 
Sherman utul Paul Foster wore read by 
Clerk of Court Whittlesey. Eacli pleaded 
guilty to the oharge of setting fire to a barn 
in the night time.

crutic mind may force from its subordin- 
ates a mechanical obedience to its will - it 
can never inspire, nor gain affection. The 
voluntary testimony we have had from the 
teachers is most informing and conclusive 
as to Mr. Aldrich’s temperament. 

"Mr. Chairman, I can see no reason why 
we should dismiss the present superinten- 
dent, unless the traditional policy of the 
board is to be overturned, and the super- 
intendent is to be simply and solely an 
executive officer, not an adviser; never one 
to suggest changes in educational methods 
or to sound the note of warning when the 
welfare of the soliools is threatened. 

“From what Mr. Benner has said. 1 as- 
sume he feels that our traditional policy 
has been one which unduly magnified the 
office of the superintendent. He has said 
that our board has not been a deliberative 
body. I iufer that to his mind the digni- 
fied, intelligent and public spirited men 
and women, who in the past have served | 
on this board and whose relations with it 
were not only outwardly harmonious, but 
inwardly sympathetic, were, after ail, 
nothing but puppets in the hands of a 
master; that they jumped when he pulled 
the strings. 

"This certainly is an ingenious theory in 
explanation of the very satisfactory rela- 
tions which existed between Mr. Aldrich 
and former committees. I assume that un- 
der a new policy the board would be in 
the hands of plain, bluff men, and the 
superintendent would do the jumping. 1 
submit, Mr. Chairman, that the enforce- 
ment of a new policy such as this would be 
most unfortunate for our city. 

"But if on the other hand, the board is 
to continue to seek advice of its superin- 
tendent; if it is to rely on him to study the 
educational field and recommend the adop- 
tion of expedient and progressive meas- 
ures at appropriate times; if it is to expect 
him to guard the public interest with a 
single eye to the public good; if it is to re- 
quire of him a confidence in the perfor- 
mance of his duties which long familiarity 
with the office develops; if if is to insure a 
service which is the equivalent of the 
generous salary accorded to t he position, 
then I urge it to seal with its approval the 
candidacy of George I. Aldrich. We shall 
make no experiment in choosing him, for 
in these things, and in all things connected 
with the school department, lie lias proven 
himself to be an experienced, faithf 1 and 
efficient olficer. 1 therefore, nominate him 
for the office of superintendent at his pie 
sent salary." 

At the close ot Mr. Howes’ address Mr. 


called out to extinguish a fire in the un- 
occupied and disused barn on ttie David 
Hall estate on Nahantou street off Dedham 
street, Oak Hill.

On the morning of July 4 they assembled 
in Newton Highlands square. Each man 
had a bicycle, and Linn had a can of naph- 
tha. Shortly after 2 they started for Oak 
Hill, ami arrived at the barn on the David 
Hall estate about 2.30. Linn applied the 
naphtha, Stevens touched off the match, 
ami Ayers watched the operations from the 
interior of the burn. Sherman and Foster 
were stationed on the outside to look out 
for officers. 

Having tini-heil his testimony, Inspector 
Fletcher left the witness stand. Judge 
Kennedy said, in view of the fact that the 
young men had pleaded guilty, lie was dis- 
posed to be lenient. He bail no jurisdic 
tion, however, other than to find probable 
cause, and hold the defendants in $200 
bonds each for the grand jury. The young 
men were obliged to wait several hours be- 
fore u bondsman arrived. 

The other case of particular interest was 
that of William Sanderson, charged with 
violation of the city ordinance. Sander- 
son pleaded guilty and admitted having 
tapped the fire alarm wires at box 92. Oak 
Hill. Shortly after 12 o i the morning of 
July Fourth he cut the wires aud sounded 
30 blows by touching the wires together.

COLLEGE OF SOCIALISM. 

TO HE ESTABLISHED IN BOSTON— OUTCOME 
OF RECENT BUFFALO CONFERENCE OF 
REFORMERS. 


MILITARISM Aim PLUTOCRACY. 


MENACING THE REPUIU.ir’M LIFE— THE 
IMPRESSIVE APPEAL OF THE NATIONAL 
SOCIAL AND POLITICAL CONFERENCE 
JUST CLOSED AT BUFFALO, N. Y. 


The New York Journal has the following 
despatch from Kansas City: 

Prof. Thomas E. Will, late president of 
the Kansas Agricultural College, has been 
offered the presidency of the new college 
of socialism which the Buffalo conference 
of reformers decided to establish in Boston, 
lie would not say whether he would ac- 
oept or not, and intimated that his decision 
would depend largely upon the success of 
efforts now being made to raise fuuds to 
establish the college on a iirm footing. 

Speaking of the new college he suld : 

“It was resolved to establish a college of 
social science, the foundation principle of 
which shall be a guarantee of the most ab- 
solute liberty of investigation, teaching 
and publication. Representatives of liberal 
thought have boon offered positions in the 
new college, and Wall street, the railroads, 
corporations, monopolies and trusts will be 
invited to send representatives of their 
doctrines to lecture and touch in this col- 
lege, thus making sure tliut both sides are 
given tbo fullest opportunity. 

“The institution will provide the follow- 
ing departments: First, teaching, that is 
classroom work, with students who uttend 
the institution. Second, correspondence. 
Through this many who uro unublo to at- 
tend school or oollege will lind opportunity 
to study under the direction of specialists. 
Third, extension, sending the lecturer to 
the people when the people cannot come to 
the lecturer. Fourth, research— the growth 
and ravages of municipal monopolies and 
of trusts demand that the facts concerning 
these vast economic aggregations shall be 
put into intelligent shape. Exports will 
devote tlieuib6lv68 to this work. l<ifLh 9 
mbllcutiou, a plan whereby the facts 
orouglit together by the investigators run 
bo promptly given to millions of readers 
through the press. „ . 

“Buch advanced thinker® as Prof. Trunk 
l’ui sons of Boston ; Prof. E. W. Beinis, 
late of the Chicago University ; Prof. John 
R. Commons, who was ousted from Syra- 
cuse University for hostility to monopolies, 
and Willis J. Abbott ot New York, will bo 
on the college faculty. 

“The headquarters of the college will be 
iu Boston, although research and extension 
departments will necessitate much work 
elsewhere, while the correspondence work 
will reach the entire country as well as 
foreign countries.” 


At the closing session of the social and 
political conference at Buffalo, the follow- 1 
ing address to the American people (whose 
framer was Prof. George 1). Herron) was 
adopted by an overwhelming vote. Brief 
passages from it have already been pub- 
lished, but It Is here given entire as this 
conference’s declaration of principles: — 

We, the members of the national social 
and political conference, assembled in the 
city of Buffalo, .lime 28 to July 4, 1899, ad- 
dress the people of the United States con- 
corning the two great evils of militarism 
and plutonraov, which now menace the ex- 
istence of the republic, the economic And 
moral well-being of every citizen, and the 
liberties in which these states liavo their 
birth and being. We send forth this ad- 
dress with tho urgent purpose of co-operat- 
ing with tho people ana with all patties j 
and movements that represent them in ! 
their efforts toward tbo redempt on of our j 
common citizenship and in the saving and 
developing of the liberties and principles , 
of self-government bequeathed to us by out- 
fathers. 

The evil of militarism Is expressed in out- 
war of conquest in the Philippine Islands; 
lit our continued government of Cuba by 
armed forces, and I lie military grants of 
Cuban franchises and special privileges; in 
the private use of the United States army 
for the complete and instant overthrow of 
civil government in Idaho and the estab- | 
lishmetit in its place of military despotism ; 

In tho corporate ami private use of military 
force to destroy ami terrorize organized 
labor itt the exercise of the sacred rights of 
association ; in the monstrous and open 
public corruptions that have grown out of 
our Spanish and Philippine wars as their ' 
natural fruits. 

A nation cannot deny the capacity and 
violate the right ot another nation to liber- 
ty and self-government without losing 
faith iu the capacity of its own people for 
self-government and in the right of its own 

K ile to liberty. There never existed a 
on that could he trusted with the liber- 
ty of another nation or u man who could 
he trusted with the liberty of another 
man. The nation that strikes at the 
liberties of another nation commits 
national suicide. No people can be free 
save by standing for the freedom of all 
peoples. The liberty of no citizen is secure 
so long as there remains a single oppressed I 
or enslaved citizen iu any nation. Milita- 
rism and conquest cannot co-exist with 
liberty and self-government. If we suffer 
our American government to destroy in , 
other ami struggling peoples that sacrodest 
tiling that comes from God to the common 
life, namely, the right of men to create 
their own institutions and choose and or- 
ganize their own national and individual 
lives, then we place in the hands of our 
rulers the power and weapons with which 
to destroy our liberties, our self-governing 
opportunities and functions and our rights 
to free lives of noble and aspiring citizen- 
ship. 

We cannot too greatly emphasize the fact 
that the militarism that seeks conquest 
abroad lias for its ultimate purpose the de- 
struction of organized labor at home and 
the defense of government by injunctions 
of the federal courts, which have usurped 
the functions of legislation ami have set 
aside the laws of the land. This face is 
manifest not only in the increase and use 
of military force by private corporations 
against trades unions or labor organizations 
iu the settlement of questions of wages 
and strikes. It is manifest by the fact that 
we are already living under wh it is nracti 
cally a secret military dictatorship ; that we 
are engaged iu an illegal war unauthorized 
by Congress, which lias the authority ol 
the constitution to declare war; that con- 
stitutional government is set aside by u 
military usurpation which menaces the 
freedom of speecli and of press, and which 
forcibly and lawlessly retains our youii; 
men in military service for which they 
have not volunteered, upon which service 
the nation did not send them. We. there 
fore, appeal to the people to join with us in 
the demand that our own liberties be saved 
nml that our national dishonor be expiated, 
in the granting of the liberties which we 
pledged to the Filipinos ami in the restora- 
tion of our own constitutional rights and 
government. 

But wc would urgently emphasize our 
belief tliut the militarism which menaces 
us us u people is but the offspring and inci- 
dent of the greater menace of plutocracy 
which has established monopoly govern- 
ment iu the place of government by the 
people. Monopoly rule is entrenched in 
every branch of national, state ami munici- 
pal government. By economic force based 
upon special privileges iu law and natural 
resources, upon indirect taxation and con- 
sequent political competition, monopoly is 
centralizing the wealth of the nation in the 
hands of enormous trusts which are becom- 
ing irresponsible economic despotisms, 
which are using legislation, tho judiciary 
and all the functions of government as the 
mere instruments of urivate pro lit; which 
are reducing the entire people to economic 
serfdom or enforced wage- slavery. 

Political liberty is a mockery without 
economic liberty. No man is iu any sense 
free, either in pructioe or religion or 
science, so long as he is iu enforced de- 
pendence upon some other mau for the op- 
portunity to earn his livelihood. No in- 
dividual or political rights are secure with- 
out security ami equality of economic op- 
portunity. Equality before law ami insti- 
tutions must be based upon equality of op- 
portunity and access to the resources which 
the common Father gave to ull people iu 
common. If the stute permits u few men 
to own the earth, theu these few own the 
rights, liberties and moral well-being of the 
people who must live upon the earth. 
Even the further extension of the suffrage, 
so us to grunt political citizenship to wo- 
men, which extension we urge mid advo- 
cate, will avail Utile or nothing without 
economic freedom to ull. 

We, therefore, make urgent appeal to the 
people to oo-operute witli us iu the institu- 
tion of such movements uml the support of 
such men us shall propose:— 

First— Direct legislation and proportion- 
al representation, by which the people 
shall bo able to truly govern themselves, 
become their own legislators, judge of the 
constitutionality of their own law inukiug 
uots, ami forever keep for the common life 
the sell-governing power which can never 
ho rightly delegated to representatives. 
Thus only, uml for the lirst time since our 
futliers established the New England town- 
meeting, will government by ami for and j 
of the people become a reality. 

Beooml— Direct taxation, iu order Unit ull ! 
values which society creates may equally I 
benefit ull men iu common uud give special 
privileges to no mau or class. 

Third— 1'ubliu ownership of public utili- | 
ties or of monopolies growing out of uut- 
urul resources ami the existence of society, 
iu order Unit there may be equulity of all 
men in the gifts of God to tiiecommou life; 

, equality of economic opportunity and poli- 
tical power; equulity in access to ull the 
material ami social resources needful for 


people escape the dentruot ion of their llb- 
' ertles through the rule of the nation by and 
for money. 

hi conclusion, and for the upbuilding and 
enduring establishment of n free, just and 
progressive society, based on these ele- 
mental principles of political nml social 
democracy, we offer our services and our 
citizenship and appeal to the good will in- 
herent In Iho association of men for lloerty 
J nml the common good.

The Kissing Bug. 

Readers of New York papers are getting 
nervous over the accounts of the kissing 
bug, which is causing so much trouble 
there. Boston is said to be a year behind 
New York, so we may hope to escape this 
infliction this summer, although it Is 
claimed that the bugs have been seen in 
this vicinity. Their real name is Melano- 
lestes picipes, and they nre said not to be 
dangerous if they are treated politely. 
This is the reason New York people have 
so much trouble. 

It seems that tho melanos float around 
strawberry beds and in messes of other 
plants, ami that they are not war- like at 
all unless some one attempts to pet them. 
Then they are likely to s ing, and the sting 
is pretty bad. P. Benedict Timmins of 
Paterson, N. J., was tho famous man who 
got in the way of a sting a little while ago, 
uml because the injury was upon his month 
he told tho world that he had been hurt by 
a kissing bug. The bug is about tho size 
and general appearance of a squash-bug, 
with a formidable jointed beak, bent be- 
neath tiie head and thorax, with which tho 
wounds are iullicted. Tito body is black, 
with sometimes a reddish hue on tiie back 
and legs. Tiie thighs are swollen and the 
shanks terminate in a spongy cushion. 
The bite causes intense pain. The swell- 
ing uml inflammation may last a week. 
If a person be weak ami irritable, the bite 
may be fatal, but as a rule it is only 
bothersome.

STATE POLITICS. 


The fight for second place on the Repub- 
lican State ticket is already a warm one, 
and the activity of Col. Guild has stirred 
up the friends of Speaker Hates, and the 
contest has already spread to the remote 
parts of the state. Evidently the voters 
are to be fully informed in regard to the 
merits of the two men, and from now until 
the holding of the caucuses no efforts will 
be spared to secure pledges from those who 
have any influence. 

Col. Guild is said to have the advantage 
of a well organized literary bureau with A. 
E. Winsliip in charge, and also to have the 
assistance of the state machine, backed up 
by George Draper, formerly chairman of 
the state committee. Geo. II. Lyman, also 
an ex-chairman, ex-Speaker Meyer, and 
William D. Sohier, one of the largest own- 
ers of the Bostou Journal, which accounts 
Jor that paper’s enthusiasm for Guild. 
*The latter’s military service is also being 
brought forward in his favor, and it is 
said not to be his fault that he did not 
enter Cuba until the war was over. 

The Bates men, on the other hand, are 
not asleep by any means, and his support 
as said to be much stronger in the country 
towns than in Boston, where ex-Mayor 
Curtis and the machine element are active 
for Guild. Jerry McCarthy, the hero of 
many a political fight, and a warm friend 
of Speaker Bates, is reported as saying 
that his position as surveyor makes it im- 
proper for him to take any active part in 
the fight, and the cynically disposed, who 
are not much impressed by Jerry’s sudden 
conversion to civil service reform princi- 
ples, bint that this means that he has come 
to terms with the Guild men. 

The Bates men cluim most of the large 
places in the vicinity of Boston, ami in the 
absence of any claims on the other side, 
they probably have good reason for their 
claims. The campaign is certainly devel- 
oping unusually early, and the campaign 
literature is as plentiful as though it were 
September. 

We have not seen any claims as yet as to 
the position of Newton in the matter, but 
as far as we can learn, the leaders are bad- 
ly divided over the question. The machine 
clement were so budly disorganized in the 
last city election, that they have not yet 
been able to get together, although they 
are probably for Guild, while the rank and 
file would probably prefer Bates. 

The office is now understood to be a cer- 
tain step to the governorship, so that the 
bouor is well worth striving for, and the 
people also should carefully consider the 
merits of the two candidates, even if under 
cur caucus system they have no real power 
in the matter. .Still it is a good thing to 
keep informed in regard to men in public 
life, and the politicians claim that frequent 
elections ure needed in order to educate the 
voters. 


IT WAS SHOCKING. 

The scenes at the lust meeting of the 
6chool board have certainly shocked New- 
ton people, and the language used by some 
of the members was so bad that we are 
unable to print it, especially that used to 
the reporteis in regurd to Mr. Howes’ 
speech. The Boston Herald printed it hi 
full, aud its appearance in cold type must 
have shocked even the men who used it. 
People expect better things of members of 
21 school board, us they ure iu charge of 
the education of the children of the city, 
ami are in u sense examples to the chil- 
dren, and this mukes their position one of 
grave responsibility. There ure also cer- 
tain parliamentary forms which must be 
{preserved, also, in a legislative body, if it 
,*» to do business at all, aud some of the 
members used language iu the debate that 
ought to liuve brought upon them a sharp 
reproof from the obuirumn. fl was very 
lur from being parliamentary and would 
riot huve been allowed in a ward caucus. 

Of course uilowauce must be made for 
things that ure said in the heat of debute, 
but even then the chairman must not for- 
get that members must conduct themselves 
as gentlemen, iu reuding over Mr. Howes’ 
speech, one is forced to conclude thut 
while it must huve been very aggravutiug, 
the language was perfectly parliamentary, 
aud the answers should have been couched 
in the same form Abusing Mr. Howes 
by culling him nuiues was not answer- 
ing his arguments, aud the whole atfuir 
was very mortifying to Newton people, 
who have tukcti heretofore a just pride iu 
the fact thut they were represented iu the 
school board and elsewhere by gentlemen. : 

As the majority hud carried their point ' 
they could afford to keep i Heir tempers, i 
aud it is to be regretted that they did uot ' 
keep up their policy of silence to the end. I 
The discipline thut held them together till 
this meeting wus something that can be 
(oomineuded.

! spirit of the law,” and numerous examples , 
are cited to prove the assertions of the j 
League. That the /’bars were let down” 
In all directions, is not denied even by the 
government organs, and the spoilsmen 
have left no doubt of their appreciation of 
the new order of things, as w as shown toy 
the recent Ohio Republican convention. 
Still, friends of civil service reform are not 
at all discouraged, they knew that the 
spoils system was ton firmly rooted to be 
destroyed In one fight, and although the 
spoilsmen have control now, there are 
other years coming, and greater effort 
must be made to make sure that friends of 
reform are placed in control. With the 
kind of men who have been recently elect- 
ed to the Senate, chosen solely for their 
skill as political bosses, or for their great 
wealth, an administration that wished to 
be true to reform principles would have a 
very hard fight on its hands. 


McFarland, the Washington Corres- 
pondent of the Herald, who claims to 
know all the administration secrets, says 
that while the President wat ts Alger to 
resign, he will not ask for his resignation, 
as Alger has openly proclaimed that he 
does not propose to be the Scapegoat of 
the administration, and if he is forced out 
of the cabinet he will tell all he knows, 
"with a view of showing that the Presi- 
dent is personally responsible for every- 
thing that has exoited criticism in his ad 
ministration of the war department. The 
appointments, for instance, of so many 
sons and relatives of Senators and poli- 
ticians, he says were made directly by the 
President himself. Alger has his friends, 
of course, and they advise him to stick, 
and an open fight with them would be disa- 
greeable. McFarland is usually pretty ac- 
curate and if this story is true it will ex- 
plain w hat has seemed to many so mys- 
terious. In the Cabinet Secretary Alger 
is valuable as a sort of wicked partner, 
on whom all blame for anything thut hap- 
pens can be placed, and if he does not get 
tired of the position, the chances would 
seem to be favorable for his retention as 
long as he likes the job. 


Tiie school journal of June 24th has sev- 
eral pages devoted to "The Grow’th of a 
Great Publishing House.” which describes 
the work and history of D. C. Heath it 
Co. As the senior partner is a citizen of 
Newton, the article has interest for his 
friends here.

The firm also 
have offices in New York and Chicago, 
while in Boston they have a large stock 
building in the wholesale district, and 
large and commodious offices at 110 *fc 112 
Boylston street. The firm stand at the 
head of the list of school book publishers, 
and their imprint has come to mean thut a 
book 1ms a high educational value, It is 
a remarkable growth for a firm to make iu 
a little over a dozen years.

TA * mountaineer of K< mucky. West 
Virgitiln mid southward i* d li . lit in the 
sense of humor. !!.• take., life *<-iinti*ly, 
and, it may be said to Ins di* red.t. lie 
takes it frequently.

HE KNOWS HOW TO SWIM. 


Yon Mny Lcnrn n Few Trlcka Front 
tlie II ill Hr ok. 

“A swimmer, no matter whether he is 
a beginner or an expert, cannot improve 
upon tiie advice of .his great-grandfather, 
which is to go to a brook or swamp and 
study the manner and methods of the 
frog,” remarked an ex-champion recently. 
“The most expert swimmers iu the world 
are tyros compared to the laziest bull- 
frogs. The difficulty with all swimmers 
is that they spoil the effect of the stroke 
by the recovery. 

“When a frog starts off he draws his 
legs carefully up under him until he is 
in tiie position of n man sitting on his 
haunches. Then he suddenly gives a 
mighty spring in tiie water, kicking his 
legs out, not behind him. but almost 
directly sidewise. After the kick his legs 
are slowly drawn together by bis motion 
through the water until they hang out be- 
hind him in a perfectly rigid form. Every 
toe of his web feet is bold out as straight 
as an arrow, and then nothing retards his 
motiou through tiie water. He will lie 
in this position until every bit of the mo- 
mentum is lost — that is. until he lias gone 
as far as tin* force of the kick will send 
him through the water. Then again lie 
slowly and carefully draws his legs in 
nnd repeats the performance. 

"You will notice that in drawing the 
legs up to his body for a second kick the 
frog recedes a little. This is owing to 
the action of tiie upper leg ou the water, 
und it corresponds exactly with the 
similar movement ou tiie part of a man. 
Tiie first tiling a frog does is to give his 
body a good start through the water, nnd 
he holds himself in such a way that he 
gets the whole value of tiie stroke. 

“A man sturtsout with just such a kick, 
but after he has gone two or three feet 
he will begin to swing his hands forward 
or draw up his legs iu such fashion that 
they offset the whole value of his work. 
He stops his own body half the way be- 
fore the effect of the stroke has spent 
itself.” — New York Sun.

I 
remember that when General Chaffee 
bent over me. after I had been shot, and 
asked me bow I was. I couldn’t answer 
until I had finished, iu my mind, one 
phrase of "Rock of Ages.”

The sermon was delivered by Rev. W. A. 
Mayo, pastor of the Nowton Upper Falls 
Methodist Episcopal ohuroh. Ills text 
was taken from Genesis, iv.

"But though the world may rage it is 
mighty to do right. Even if we lose our 
all it is our duty to stand by God's word. 
We have our trusts and responsibilities. 
We are called upon to sympathize with 
each other. No matter what seclusion we 
seek, we cannot escape the question, 
“Where is thy brother? ” It is our duty 
to care for him. lie who neglects his 
brother is as guilty as he who does his 
brother wrong.” 

The service closed with the singing of 
“Onward, Christian Soldiers,” after which 
Rev. Mr. Havens pronounced the bene- 
diction.

some Educational Crazes. 

[From the Springfield Republican.] 

In these days the zeAl for science is 
nothing less than a mania, and "unscienti- 
fic” is the worst epithet of reproach that 
can bo hurled at any man. The teaching 
profession 1ms been specially sensitive on 
this side, and perhaps most of the transient 
fads of the past 25 years have been due to 
the exaggerated awe in which science is 
held. Education or pedagogy, to use a vile 
word, 1ms suffered in the first place because 
it has offered an inviting field to system- 
mongers with large scientific pretensions, 
and nlso because a large proportion of the 
teachers have not had enough intellectual 
independence, or a broad enough educa- 
tion to resist the dread which in these 
days is inspired among the half-educated 
by anything that gives itself out to be 
science. 

It is time for this timorous feeling to be 
held in check. The reverence in whioh 
psychology and its kindred studies are held 
is wholly needless, if a teacher wishes 
to study pyschology for his own develop- 
ment, well and good, but if he turns to it 
ns many are now doing, us a recipe for 
power in teaching, he is doomed to disap- 
pointment. The fallacy that the new 
branches of physiological und experimental 
pyschology have worked a revolution in 
education has brought needless worriment 
to many teachers. Child pyschology, paid- 
ology, paidometry, etc., may be justified as 
branches of science, but their connection 
with education is remote. Psychology is 
one of the most valuable, but one of the 
least practical of sciences. The teacher 
needs it no more than the author or the 
preacher or the politician or the fukir of 
putent medicines, who works, by the way, 
on very sound pyscbologloal principles. 
The field of child study, again, is enor- 
mously exaggerated to many minds. The 
kind of child study which is profitable to 
the teacher has been carried on from time 
immemorial. The sort of child study 
which consists In the collection of great 
masses of data is Indeed new, but it re- 
mains to be seen wlmt it is good for. The 
sort of study which is profitable for in- 
struction deals with children as human be- 
ings, not as collections of abstract qualities 
to be reduced to tables for the awe and be- 
puzzlcment of the educational world. 

The meagreness of these much advertised 
investigations is the thing which first 
strikes the reader of the treatise on "Ex- 
perimental study of children,” by Arthur 
MacDonald, specialist in the United States 
bureau of education, which was prepared 
for the report of the commissioner on edu- 
cation for the year 1897-8, and is published 
as a government documeut. It contains a 
great mass of statistics of all sorts, which 
are chieliy interesting as illustrating the 
oniulvorousness of a new science which 
has not yet found enough material for a 
square meal, and is prowling urouud for 
snaps. The author begins with measuring 
5457 colored children in the city of Wash- 
ington to discover the length and breadth 
of their heads, the sensitiveness of their 
skin to heat, cold, touch and pain, and 
their height, standing and sitting. He 
comes to the conclusion that while 
"bright” colored boys excel the dull col- 
ored boys in height, the dull colored boys 
excel the bright in sitting height. Children 
with broad heads are "brighter” than chil- 
dren with long heads, colored children in- 
crease in "brightness’’ as ago increases, 
and colored children are much more sensi- 
tive to heat than white children. Now let 
tlie educational system be reformed to lit 
these astounding discoveries. 

Much might be written of the credulity 
of science. Thus we find Mr. MacDonald 
quoting with approbation tlie theory of A. 
11. Yoder, who ’’thinks that a service 
might be done teachers by Increasing tlie 
changes of recognizing ability in tlie school 
room." That would be a science, indeed, 
but what is this wonderful method? We 
find here statistics of 50 great men, show- 
ing their occupation, tlie date of birth, tlie 
date of birth of the preceding child in tlie 
family, if there was one, the number ..f 
children, the order of birth, tlie age of the 
parents and the place of education. The 
conclusion drawn from these 50 (!) names 
is that tlie eldest child, tlie youngest, and 
those in tlie elder half have tlie best chance 
of being great, that the time between the 
birth of the great man and the next elder 
child is 22.87 mouths, while the average 
time is 25.30 months (for 33 eases! ) that a 
large proportion of the great men lived in 
the country in childhood. Equipped with 
these data there can surely be no trouble 
in picking out genius in the primary grade 
for special treatment. Johnny is a dull 
boy at school -that may be a mark of 
greatness. Ills birth record is ideal, 22.87 
months to a nicety, lie was born in a hill 
town, his gift for lying shows the imagina- 
tive power iu which the “great-man child” 
excels the average child— there can be no 
doubt of the matter. But we feel less con- 
fidence as to what should be done with 
him when lie is caught, though a scientific 
incubator for genius will probably soon be 
on the market. 

Nor can any great Importance be attached 
to the statistics showing the contents of 
the child’s mind on entering school. Tlie 
curious may take a certain pleasure in 
reading of the relative ignorance of babes 
iu Boston and Kansas Oity of such common 
things as “crow,” "bluebird,” “robin.” 
“chicken,” "lien,” "cow,” "growing 
wheat,” "oak,” “pine,” “maple,” “the 
rlbH,” “the wings,” "the heart,” “the 
.stomach.” "how butter is made,” etc., but 
the contributions to pyschology and to 
pedagogy are equally dubious. Neither 
tlie calipers nor the measuring tape nor tlie 
table ot statistics reveals tlie true child 
soul. That can be got at only by the deli- 
cate probe of individual sympathy and 
study. Let the anthropometrlsts and 
pysoho pUysloists go on measuring and 
weighing and tabulating if they like, pro- 
viding the children are properly safeguard- 
ed, hut they will have to accomplish some- 
thing vastly different from anything yet 
achieved before their contributions have 
any great .value. Like the phrenologist 
aud palm-reader, they are upproaching the 
problem from the wrong side. They seek 
to liud the contents of the house by guesses 
from the roadside, while the door stands 
open.

HANDWRITING EXPERTS. 


Elaborate Methods by Which They 
Arrive at Tlielr ConcluMioas. 

When a piece of disputed or suspected 
handwriting is submitted to ail expert, 
his first care is to note its general ap- 
pearance. He observes wlmt seem to be 
the characteristic habits of baud iu tlie 
writer, the style, shading nnd connection 
of letters, their relation to the base line 
writing, nnd other significant points. The 
6nmc process is applied to specimens of 
the alleged writer’s genuine hand. 

The uext step is to disintegrate the 
writing so that letters repeated in both 
specimens may be compared in detail 
when placed side by side. In this way 
divergences or resemblances, which 
might not appear to the eye in the body 
of a paper, are made perfectly clear. If 
any of the letters show signs of hesita- 
tion or retouching, as frequently happens 
in forgeries, they are photographed 
through the miscroscope. By this en- 
largement retouches or tracings are 
brought out so that they enu be seeu 
plainly by the untrained eye. 

Having made his examination of tlie 
whole writing, step by step, the expert 
summarizes the results, numbering cor- 
responding parts aud calling attention to 
discrepancies or resemblances ns they oc- 
cur. By this process his conclusions are 
made perfectly clear, in till ordinary 
cases. Vo anybody who rends his report. 
Iu exceptional circumstances, such as 
court trials, he may go before n jury with 
blackboard and pencil and show exactly 
how n forger wrote a certain letter as 
well ns the way in which tlie persons 
whose writing was imitated habitually 
formed it. If his deductions are neeu 
rate, tlie results, presented in this graphic 
manner, usually are convincing to nil in- 
telligent and unprejudiced observers. It 
is one of the advantages of graphology 
that, ordinarily, its conclusions may be 
made as plain ns the nose on a man's 
face.— Daniel T. Ames in Ainslee's.

A THRILLING KSCAI’E 

AN AW^UL EXPERIENCE ON THE 
BR.NK OF DEATH VALLEY 

A Pros perl fir’s Arrest p«l I’lunur Dntrit 

ii Precipice Tlint Towered Seven

,1. D. King, who owns a mine close to 
Dcnth valley, in the grent Pnnnmint 
range, had a fearful experience while on 
a prospecting tour. “One hlnzing hot 
day." said Mr. King, “I left my camp in 
Pleasant canyon, where tlie big ledges 
arc to lie found. 

“After climbing the bnck of that im- 
mense ridge which lends by a series of 
broken dikes and rugged ascents almost 
to the foot of Telescope peak, that giant 
sentinel of tin* range, which towers for 
nearly 11.000 feet into the burning sky of 
tlie desert my eye lit upon some well de- 
fined outcroppings of quartz. 'This seem- 
ed a likely spot at which to commence 
my prospecting, nnd. hobbling m.v burro 
nnd taking my prospecting .pick, I began 
slowly to traverse the course of the vein. 
As I descended toward the Death valley 
slope of the ridge tlie vein showed still 
more strongly, nnd. intensely interested, 
I failed to notice tlint the ground over 
which I was slowly picking my way grew 
more and more precipitous. 

“Suddenly ns I rounded a rocky escarp- 
ment the awful panornnin of Dentil val- 
ley unfolded itself to my view. 1 had 
never contemplated this scene without a 
certain feeling of awe, nnd I now stood 
motionless before the vast spectacle. Sev- 
en thousand feet below me lay the val- 
ley. hideous, repulsive, appalling in its 
vista of desolation. I can’t tell you just 
how it happened, but something moved 
under my feet, and before I could help 
myself I was slipping down. down, with a 
rapidity that took away my breath to- 
ward tlie sheer edge of the precipice. 

“As 1 slid, however. I retnined suffi- 
cient presence of mind to clutch at every- 
thing which might impede my progress, 
but there was not much on that barren 
slope. The next few seconds were terri- 
ble. 1 knew tlint if nothing stopped me 
I wns lost. It was while I was sliding 
these few last feet tlint the phenomenon 
so often experienced by men who have 
been suddenly put in extraordinarily per 
Hour positions occurred in my own case 
In a single instant it seemed as if the 
whole pnuornnin of a busy life, extendiug 
over 47 years, wns Hashed before me. 
Then there was a sudden shock. 1 was 
brought up by something that struck me 
under the left arm. and 1 opened my eyes 
slowly to find myself in n peculiar posi- 
tion. 

“I wns lying on my bnck at an angle of 
about S."» degrees, my feet resting against 
one of those yellow, cone shaped cacti, 
which take such deep root in the soil. My 
left arm was clutching a projecting rock, 
which jutted to n length of about 18 
inches from the face of the precipice. 
Neither of these would of itself have ar- 
rested my fail. Unchecked by my spas- 
modic hut wholly unconscious seizure of 
the rock as I swept past it, on the one 
hand. I must have plunged through the 
cactus against which my feet now rested. 
On the other hand, if my feet had uot 
struck tlie cactus my hold would have 
been torn from the rock, which in its turn 
partly supported me. 

"1 wns saved— this wns my first reflec- 
tion-saved! Yes. but for a lingering and 
cruel fate. 

“I wns miles from human habitation. 
Accustomed to bo gone from camp for a 
week or more at a time. my partner would 
not lie at nil alarmed at my absence. Be- 
sides, how long could 1 retain my present 
position? Already my left arm was stif- 
fened and cramped by holding on to the 
rock, for 1 wns afraid to trust all my 
weight on the cactus. 

“Just then a shadow passed between 
me nnd tlie sun. 1 looked up. An enor- 
mous vulture was floating a few score 
feet above me. I felt my nerves gradually 
breaking down as tlie utter hopelessness 
of escape forced itself upon me. All this 
time I had not noticed that I still grasp- 
ed in my right hand the small prospect- 
or’s pick with which 1 had started out. 

I still held it in a convulsive clutch. It 
was this which finally saved me. 

“As 1 say. 1 hail utterly lost my nerve. 

I dared not glance downward. There was 
a dreadful attraction nbnut tlint awful 
abyss which I instinctively felt would 
drag me to destruction. A voice seemed 
to whisper: ‘Why prolong this torture? 
Let go your hold. It will soon be over.’ 

“I reviewed every action of my past 
life. Severed from all hope of earthly 
aid. I turned my thoughts to heaven. I 
have no distinct recollection how long this 
continued, hut tlie sun went dowu. and 
the stars came out, nnd I fell into n kind 
of trance. Soon the moon, peering over 
tlie mountains, penetrated into the val- 
ley and cast the slindows of the great 
peaks in fantastic streaks miles iu length, 
so that in my weakened state 1 fancied 
giants were advancing over the floor of 
sonic vust, sanded parlor. 

“The night passed thus. When day 
dawned. 1 still held tlie pick, nnd my 
nerves had somewhat recovered their nor- 
mal condition. It wns then that I con- 
templated for the first time the possibili- 
ty of cutting steps up the almost precipi- 
tous face of tlie moiiutain. 

“How did 1 set about it 7 l struck the 
pick by a backward blow of my right arm 
into tlie earth, relieving myself of its 
weight nnd at the same time freeing my 
right hand. I then slowly turned over on 
my face and. supporting myself by tlie 
cactus, cnuglit hold of tlie rock with my 
right hand in this reversed position. 

“1 then raised my bead und took a sur- 
vey of the situation. 1 should Bay here 
that the fnct tlint my face wus turned 
from tlie depths below me toward the 
mountain did much to restore my nerve 
and give me confidence in my undertak- 
ing. Then I cut my first step. 

“it was nearly dawn when 1 began. It 
wns nearly dark when I finished the one 
hundred and thirty-second step and. near- 
ly exhausted. era wled pust the spot where 
I had commenced to slip. A few rods 
away my burro was contentedly munch- 
ing at a sagebrush. I staggered to my 
canteen aud drank until nearly choked. 
Then I flung myself down and slept.

The Golf editor of the Boston Herald 
lias a very entertaining column about the 
Brae Burn Club, which opens as follows: 

Said n well known golfer yesterday: 
*'] noticed in your golf column the other 
<lay the remark that t tie Oakley Country 
Club’s course is in better condition than 
that of any of the clubs about Boston. 

“Now, 1 have no doubt the observation 
was made in good faith, and I would be 
the last man in the world to deny the Oak- 
ley Club any of the credit that really be- 
longs to it; but I must surely take excep- 
tion. 

"I have played this summer on almost 
all the links in this vicinity, and therefore 
should be able to judge of their condition, 
but setting aside my own judgement, and 
relying solely upon the testimony of lead- 
ing players, I must claim that the oourse 
of the Brae Burn Club at West Newton Is, 
and has been for the pnst mouth, in the 
best condition of all the links in New 
England. 

"The tees are all good, their fair green 
is above the average and the greens are 
without exception excellent. The club has 
carried water pipes to every green on the 
course, and waters them every night, and 
Ihe grass on them is out three times a week 
with a lawn mower made especially for the 
purpose. 

"I want to say further that the credit 
for the excellent condition of the course, 
as well as the success of the club, Is in 
great part due to the untiring energy and 
remarkable executive ability of the presi- 
dent, Mr. George II. Phelps.” 

The enthusiasm of the gentleman quoted 
appears to be shared by every Brae-Burn- 
er, and a visitor to the links will discover 
that it is quite warrantable. 

The course may he reached on Fuller 
street. West Newton, by about a minute’s 
walk from the Commonwealth avenue ears, 
and is situated on land that was purchased 
by a syndicate of members and leased to 
the club for 10 years. As the owners are 
.all great admirers of the game, and bought 
the tract solely for the benefit of the club, 
the organization is sure of an abiding 
place for so long a period as golf remains 
popular— and that apparently means for a 
long time to come. 

A large sum of money has been expended 
an improving the course, which is com- 
posed of nine holes, with a playing dis- 
tance of 2700 yards. It was wisely (leter- 
jnined at the outset to limit the course to 
this uumber ot holes rather than make It 
38, which would be short and congested, 
lor at present it could not be above 50,000 
yards iu length. The lies ure everywhere 
good, provided fair golf be played, but bad 
work causes trouble to an erratic golfer, 
though the hazards are none too plentiful. 
The amateur record is 88 and the 
(professional 84, held by Mr. H. E. Perkins 
and Willie Campbell, respectively. 

The club has not sought notoriety, and 
fln consequence many golfers are unaware 
of the admirable condition of its links, 
both as regards the natural conditions and 
the (upkeep ; but it is a rare thing for a 
good player to go over the course without 
.asking to have his name put on the long 
waiting list. There is a membership of 
HOP families, and the club has also consti- 
tuted a provisional list of 10.

DEATH OF HORATIO ALGER, 


FREE DELIVERY FOR THE NEWTONS. 


THK POPULAR AUTHOR OK 9TORIKS KOR 
HOYS. 


Horatio Alger, the well-known writer of 
boys’ stories, died at the home of his sis- 
ter, Mrs. A P. Cheney, In Natiok, early 
Tuesday morning of heart trouble. He 
had been under the care of a physician 
for over a year, but It Is four years since 
he had (tone any work, excepting a few 
sketches for magazines. He had been un- 
able to leave the bouse for three months. 
Horatio Alger was a native of Revere, 
where his father officiated as Unitarian 
minister at the time of his birth. He was 
prepared at Gates academy, Marlboro, for 
Harvard college, where be was graduated 
some years later. He went to Europe, and 
while there the civil war broke out in this 
country and he returned home at once. He 
was filled with the war spirit, and wrote 
poems for the magazines. At the request 
of a friend, he wrote a sketch for "The 
Student and Schoolmate," whioh attracted 
so muoh attention that he concluded juven- 
ile literature was his field, and thenceforth 
devoted himself almost entirely to it. 

In 1»G<» he established himself in New’ 
York and interested himself in studying 
the peculiarities of the street arabs. His 
first story whioh brought him prominently 
before the public was “Ragged Dick," 
written in 1887. A. K. Luring, a Boston 
publisher, saw be had made a strike uml 
engaged him to write six volumes of the 
subject. He followed these with eight vol- 
umes more uuder the title of "The Tattered 
Tom" series. A half million copies of this 
series were sold and his fame ns a story- 
writer was established. He wrote in all 
over 50 volumes, and there are some which 
have not yet been published. In 1873 he 
made a second trip to Europe in company 
with bis relatives. He was never married. 
For a few years he was an editor of the 
Advertiser and one other Boston paper. 
His practice was to spend three-fourths 
of the year in New York writing stories 
and during the summer months he resided 
with his sister in Natiok. 

Mrs. Cheuey says of him that he wns 
very peculiar in some respects. He could 
always write best when there w’as stir and 
bustle about. Nothing delighted him more 
than to get a lot of boys betweeu the ages 
ot 12 and 1(5 years in the room with him, 
and while they were cutting up and play- 
ing about he would sit down and w’rlte let- 
ters or a paragraph of a story as the case 
might be. lie usually wrote a paragraph 
of a story in a day, and while waiting he 
seemed to be oblivious to all else. He said 
he liked noise and bustle, quiet confused 
him. When on the streets he was always 
surrounded by u crowd of boys, for whom 
he wow'd buy sweetmeats and various 
things wl.o. he knew they liked. He was 
noted for h. deeds of charity always iu 
assisting boy He adopted two and start- 
ed others in business. One of his peculiar- 
ities was that he would never tell his age, 
nor did he wish his sister, Mrs. Cheney, to 
do so. His age will not appear on his 
cofllu, nor has the undertaker a record of 
it. Mrs. Cheney says he looked much older 
than he was. The best opinion of those 
who have long known him is that he was 
about 65 years old. 

The funeral was held la the Unitarian 
church, South Natick, of whioh his father 
was pastor 15 years ago, Thursday at 2.30. 
Rev- G. F. Pratt officiated at the funer- 
al services, and burial was in Glenwood 
cemetery.

ASSAULTED STREET CAR CONDUCTOR. 


THREE MEN ATTACK LEE 1IRAINARD OF 
TIIE NEWTON STREET RAILWAY LAST 
SUNDAY EVENING. 


Three men assaulted Lee Brainard, a 
conductor on the Newton street railway, 
shortly after 7 o’clock last Sunday evening 
Francis J. Davis, a motorman, who at- 
tempted to rescue his conductor, was also 
roughly handled. 

As a sequel, Michael McMahon, 21 years 
old, of Adams avenue, and John L. Foley, 
22 years, of Cottage place, both West 
Newton, were charged with assault and 
battery in the police court before Judge 
Kennedy, last Monday morning.

Shortly before they reached the corner 
I of Lexington uud River streets, Brainard 
says the trio uttucked him. In tiie niixup 
i which followed the four rolled from the 
i car into the street.

Both the lieutenant uud the putrnlineu 
know the West Newton territory well, and 
in u short time Imd scoured the neighbor- 
hood Lieut, ltyan weut to McMahon's 
home on Adam* avenue, ami asked to see 
him. At the time McMahon wus eating 
supper. He denied uny knowledge of what 
hud happened. The lieutenuut went back 
to a putrol box and requested Lieut. Mitch- 
ell, who wus iu charge, to seud Braiuurd 
to McMahon’s home. The conductor soon 
arrived, in company with Patrolmen Mullen, 
Taffe.amJ Couuriu.und upon seeing McMah- 
on declured him to bo one of the party who 
ussaulted him. 

McMahou wus placed uuder arrest and 
later Foley was locked up. 

Judge Kennedy lined McMahou $25 for 
ussuulting Braiuurd, uud $25 for assaulting 
Davis Foley was lined $50 for assaulting 
Brainard. Both appealed.

ANOTHER ATTEMPT TO EXTEND ITS OP- 
ERATIONS TO INCLUDE WAR AN AND 

CHESTNUT HILL. 

Congressman Sprague lias received word 
from the acting assistant postmaster gen- 
eral that Charles Hedges, assistant super- 
intendent of the free delivery system, will 
pay another visit to Newton Centre within 
a very short time and confer with the post- 
master regarding the needs of the service, 
and especially with reference to its exten- 
sion to Wnban and Chestnut Hill. 

Mr. Hedges looked over the field very 
carefully a few mouths ago, but the pres- 
ent visitation will be for the purpose of 
making a more thorough investigation. 
Ever since free delivery was established lti 
Newton, the system 1ms not been as satis- 
factory as was expected, because the vari- 
ous sections were not included in the New- 
ton Centre postal delivery. The depart- 
ment, as well, believes that the original 
project of consolidation wus incomplete so 
long as it omitted Waban and Chestnut 
II ill. This district could have been in- 
cluded in the original Newton Centre de- 
livery system but for some objection 
raised by the patrons of the Chestnut Hill 
office, and as it has never been the custom 
of the department to foroe free delivery 
upon a community this opposition still 
operates as a barrier to tho successful solu- 
tion of the problem. Superintendent 
Hedges intends to ascertain the extent of 
this opposition of the Chestnut Hill citi- 
zens to annexation to the Newton Centre 
delivery; nevertheless he will direct his 
efforts to meet the wishes of the Waban 
district independently of Chestnut Hill if 
the latter will uot come into line. Mr. 
Sprague and the Post Office Department 
have been trying fora long time to give tho 
Newtons full and complete free delivery 
system.

Rebecca Stanley Tyler, whose death was 
announced iu the Graphic last week as 
occurring at Ledger. Mitchell county, No. 
Carolina, on the 8th inst., was a resident 
of Auburnduie in her earlier days, and her 
first important education was received in 
the schools of Newton. At a later date 
she lived for a time at Newtonville, then at 
Northboro, Mass., and finally at Philadel- 
phia, till she went to North Carolina, to 
end her life in one of the loveliest moun- 
tain regions of the south, sometimes called 
"The lund of the Skies.”

FUNSTON AGAINST EXPANSION. 


■"*LKS9 GUNPOWDER ANP MORE DIPLOMA- 
CY” ADVOCATED IN DEALING WITH 
FI LI PI NOS. 

A correspondent of the New York Times 
reports from San Francisco, that Rounse- 
ville Wiklmau, consul at Hong Kong, dur- 
ing a visit to Manila interviewed Brig-Gen. 
Funston of the 20th Kansas. Gen. Fun- 
ston is reported as speaking as follows re- 
ferring to the subjugation of the Filipinos: 
"1 believe that there should be a little los 
gunpowder uud more diplomacy. Filipi- 
nos ure no doubt impressed by tlie former 
in a manner they will remember. I think 
that we should consider them a* children, 
ami treat with them accordingly— grain 
them some concessions which ure seeming- 
ly of great importance to them, give them 
some assurance and uctual demonstration 
of our good will and friendship for them 
ami their welfare; win them into our con- 
fidence. It mu be done, and in such a 
way that never again will there be rebel- 
lion against us iu tlie island*, 

"I believe tlie buckbone of this insurrec- 
tion is broken ; iu fuct, we have given tlie 
insurgents such a sound whippiug that 
with any other people the trouble would 
l>e ended. If tlie Filipinos do not give up 
bv the end of the rainy season, 1 am in 
favor of the government bringing 100,000 
men hero ami making short work of end- j 
Ing any further resistance, though I believe 
a little diplomacy at this time would go a 
long way toward settling the trouble uml 
bringiug peace uml consequent prosperity 
to these untortuuute islunds. Strange as 
it may seem, 1 am almost u ’peace ut any 

K rice’ mail. When life and property can 
c saved, it is almost a crime not to follow 
that rule, whatever the oireumstunous be 
arguing against it. I am a Republican, 
but 1 am an uiiti-expausiouist, though not 
a bitter one. Big syndicates uud capital- 
ists will be greatly benefited by tlie reten- 
tion of these islands, but outside a few ex- 
ceptional individual cases 1 mn see no ad- 
vantage iu their possession by tlie United

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THAT MANILA CENSORSHIP. 

Suppression of news, and falsification of 
facts is a curious policy for a government 
that is supposed to be of the people and 
for the people. The theory of a republic 
is that the people are the real rulers, and 
that they decide upon important questions 
of public policy. President McKinley evi- 
dently has this idea in his mind as he said 
in his Boston speech that the people were 
to decide, and the responsibility rested 
upon them. 

But in the case of this Philippine busi- 
ness, for instance, how are the people to 
decide if they are systematically kept in 
ignorance of the facts, if all the news given 
out is filtered through government hands 
at Washington or Manila, and only such 
allowed to be made public as is favorable 
to the imperial policy. How can the peo- 
ple reach a fair and just decision, if they 
only know the facts that are favorable to 
the government’s policy and are kept in 
ignorance of the real condition of things. 

Under an absolute monarchy, of course, 
such a policy is to be expected, the people 
are not allowed to have any opinions ex- 
cept such as are favorable to the ruler’s 
policy, and Russia has provided Siber i 
and its prisons for all who dare to differ 
from the government. 

But the United States is not Russia, al 
though to hear some of the more fatuous 
imperialists shouting treason when any 
man ventures to have opinions of his own, 
one would think that we had established 
an absolute despotism. 

In the case of this famous "round robin" 
for instance, some of the imperialist organs 
are suggesting that the conespondeuts 
who signed it should be either imprisoned 
or drummed out of Manila. 

Their crime is that they assert that the 
“official despatches’’ do not tell the truth, 
and that the assertions of internal dissen- 
sions among the Filipiuos, of the brigand 
character of their army, of the desire of 
the volunteers to re-enlist, that the insur- 
rection can be speedily ended, and so on, 
are all lies, to state the case plainly. Gen. 
Otis would notallow the facts to be sent 
home, because "they would alarm the peo 
pie,” or "have the people of the United 
States by the ears." The correspondents 
are all men of high standing in their pro- 
fession, and t heir testimony can not be set 
aside as worthless. 

Senator Platt of Connecticut, at the be- 
ginning of tiie Philippine business, an- 
nounced that the government did not rest 
on the consent of all the people, but only 
upon thut of sotre of the people, and this 
suppression of news and refusal to take 
the public into the confidence of the gov- 
ernment does not argue that tiie supporters 
of the imperial poliuy have much confidence 
in the public, and also hints that they fear 
to let the people know the real situation. 
Gen. Funston is reported to say that the 
Philippines will be of no value to the muss 
•of tiie people, although syndicates and 
capitalists can doubtless make money by 
exploiting them. Are these "some of 
the people” for whom the Filipinos are to 
be subjugated ? 


A Lynv lawyer ims roused a question of 
grave import und taken it into court. He 
thinks that a man, or rather a lawyer, may 
recover damages because grass has not 
grown on his lawn, and he alleges that 
Wilson Gardner was hired to prepare his 
land early in the spriug, and that he 
sowed grass seed, which has not grown, 
and consequently he seeks damages. 
Mr. Gardner, who is a gardener, was 
given the opportunity, and claims thut lie 
labored faithfully, and after he had placed 
the seed in the ground Mr. Smith was so 
(ileased wktli tiie appearance of things that 
lie complimented him highly. For weeks 
Mr. Smith anxiously watched for the little 
sprouting heads of the grass that was to 
make up his lawn, but lie claims he wuited 
in vaiu, and now seeks damages. Mr. 
Gurduer says that this has been an exceed- 
ingly dry summer, thut he used the best 
seeds obtainable, but thut the grass proba- 
bly would not grow beeuuse the lawu lias 
not been properly watered. How many 
hours per week u lawn should be watered 
to properly assist the propagation of grass 
seed will probably be one oi the questions 
involved iu tiie suit. Many Newton people 
us they look over their brown lawns aud 
see the dead grass and the bare ground, 
would like to sue sombody, but they have 
uocepted the coudiliou of things as the re- 
sult of "Destiny." But with a lawyer the 
case uiuy be different, and he may be able 
to make something out of it, and at least 
lie hus furnished hot weather copy for the 
papers. 

Tin. stay-at-homes are finding Newton a 
very comfortable place this summer. They 
can wulk through shady streets while their 
sea shore friends are broiling iu u combina- 
tion of hot sun aud sand, aud the nights 
are usuuily cool enough for oue blanket at 


least. They can be Informal and social 
with piazza parties, or they can make 
electric car excursions in nearly a dozen 
directions from Newton, or if they wish a 
sail, them are the excursion boats down 
the harbor, for any leisure day. All the 
fruits and vegetables of the season are de- 
livered at their doors, and they are in a 
fresher condition tlian if they had been 
sent from Boston to the mountain und 
shore resorts, or even to the farms In the 
country. A whole house is certainly pleas- 
anter tlinn a seven by nine room In some 
crowded hotel, where the prices are like 
the room, in the top story. The stay-at- 
homes are not at nil uncomfortable, and, 
besides, most of them have the hope of en- 
joying a vacation trip of their own later. 
At the present time, judging from the 
vacant houses and the great number of 
changes In the addresses of the Graphic, 
at least half of our population is out of 
town. 

Senator Alger’s enforced resignation 
seems to have come as a greater surprise 
to him than to the public. Up to the time 
of the Filigree alliance he seems to huve 
received no hint that Ills management of 
affairs was not perfectly satisfactory. One 
can not help feeling some sympathy for 
him, even if his management of the war 
department was one of the most scandal- 
ous records iu our history, with its Kagan- 
ism, its embalmed beef, its political ap- 
pointments, and its inefficiency in nil cam- 
paign preparation, with the consequent 
suffering and death of so many soldiers. 
For this Alger must have been in some 
measure to blame, although the countiy 
will probably never know how much or 
how little of the blame can justly be laid 
at his door. Much good is certainly to be 
expected from the change, as it is an indi- 
cation that the powers that be feel the 
need of bracing up. Now if the other 
cheap politicians and inefficient officials 
can also be forced out, and able and up- 
right men put in their places, the latter 
part of the term of this administration can 
easily be made a great improvement over 
what is already passed. 

Tiie Boston & Lexington street railway, 
which was to build a road from Lexington 
to Waltham have lost their franchise in the 
latter town, on account of delay in begin- 
ning work. Possibly they concluded that 
the road would not pay expenses, and all 
who travel by wheel between tiie two 
towns will hope that this road will never 
be built as it would ruin the only ridable 
road from Newton to Lexington and towns 
in that direction. It is now a line stretch 
of nearly level roa*l, but street car tracks 
always ruin a street. Waltham’s other 
new enterprise, which has long been 
talked of, still hangs fire, the Waltham, 
Ayer aud Pepperell street railway, which 
. to be 40 miles in length, and plans to 
carry freight as well as passengers. The 
announcement is made once a month or so, 
that it will apply for a franchise at once, 
and has plenty of capital back of it, but 
possibly it is such a large enterprise that 
the promoters iiud the work of organiza- 
tion full of difficulties. 


A Globe reporter made a canvas of the 
prominent Republicans of Newton, to dis- 
cover the sentiment on the question of 
Bates vs. Guild. He did not find many 
w illing to be quoted in print, but there 
w'as evident a strong seutiment in favor of 
Speaker Bates. It was pointed out by 
several that while Col. Guild’s ability was 
not doubted, Speaker Bates, iu view of his 
experience in the Legislature, was much 
better lilted for the office of Lieutenant- 
Governor. It was stated that the question 
regarding taxation, with which lie was 
familiar, would make him a particularly 
valuable man at the present time. One 
gentleman said that, speaking not as a 
Bates man, he thought the convention 
would go straight for Bates. During his 
three years as speaker, Mr. Bates has 
made many warm friends, and these would 
stand by him. It would take a strong muu 
to defeat him, in view of the circumstances. 

The question is asked whether in view 
of the unusually small amount of work 
that is being done on the city streets, this 
year, the expense of putting them in good 
couditiou will not be much larger another 
year. There is no question but that it will, 
for with streets, as with clothes, the old 
saving holds true that a stitch iu time 
saves nine. There is no need for extrava- 
gant outlays, but there is also such a thing 
as penny-wise and pound-foolish economy. 
Eternal vigilance is the price of good 
streets, aud that is the method by which 
Newton gained its h'gh reputation for 
sand-papered roads. Some of them are 
now iu great need of the sand-papering 
process. 


Gkn. Funston of Kansas gets this idea 
of the Philippine business: 

Big syndicates aud capitalists will be 
greatly oeuetited by the retention of these 
islunds, but outside u few exceptional in- 
dividual cases 1 can see no a<l vantage iu 
thbir possession by the United States. The 
islands are so thickly populated und labor 
so cheap, there certainly is no inducement 
for the American laborer. 

But the big syndicates und capitalists will 
dodge the tuxes laid to pay the expenses 
of seizing the islands, while the people 
who will not bebeneiitted will have to pay 
the bills. 

Tin Anglo- A ic.m alliance is not 
looked upon so favorably iu government 
ciroles, after tiie caustic comments of the 
Loudon Times aud other papers on tiie 
"round robin" of the correspondents aud 
the "more than common corruption" thut 
surrounds ail the imperial policy. After 
our cureful imitation of English Methods 
such comments ure certainly unkind, und 
if Roosevelt were only in Alger’s pluoe, a 
declaration ;of war would doubtless huve 
followed ere this. 

The growers of fresh vegetables for the 
market are reported to be very iudepen- 
* dent this summer. Those who huve suc- 
i ceeded iu raising a crop do not solicit 
orders, and make their own prices, which 
are pretty steep, especially iu the case of 
! green peas, und a bushel would bring more 
than a whole crop iu ordinary #ears. 
Beaus have done fairly well, while corn is 
said to promise well iu spite of the dry 
weather. The high prices more thuu make 
j up for the short crops.

The 1 ’anker and Tradesman hns this hr 
teresting forecast in relation to the Boston 
A Albany lease: 

The opposition to the Boston A Albany 
lease is assuming formidable proportions. 
A strenuous effort will be made to prevent 
the lease going t hr ugh. The friends of 
the movement claim tli.it they have enough 
proxies to outvote the opposition. Even if 
they have, they will have to encounter a 
formidable, organized effort to defeat the 
measure in the next legislature. This mat- 
ter of the Boston A Albany lease, indeed, 
may prove quite a political issue Public 
sentiment is apparently against it. but may 
change, of course, If the ueople can be con- 
vinced of advantages which are to accrue 
from the lease. As far as the Boston »Y 
Albany Itself is concerned, there is no 
doubt among students of the railroad situa- 
tion that now that tin extensive improve- 
ments and extraordinary outlays have been 
made, the road can be conservatively oper- 
ated so as to net the stockholders consider- 
ably more than s per cent. This is reckon- 
ing, of course, on a continuat ion of the ex- 
isting relations between the Boston A Al- 
bany and the Now York Central. How- 
far these relations would be affected, should 
the attempt of the New York Central to 
lease the property fail, it is impossible to 
say.

Tammany In School Board. 

To the Editor of the Graphic:— 

New York, July 20, 1899. 

By your last issue 1 see the school com- 
mittee of Newton have braved tiie indigna- 
tion of her best citizens, aud consummated 
a scheme which has its sources, I believe, 
among the political uplands of Tammany- 
ism, into which I endeavored to let some 
light a few years ago. In one respect, 
Tammany is more amenable to law, than 
the politicians of Newton seem to be, under 
her charter. The following cutting is from 
the Evening Post of tiie 19th inst. 

"A. Emerson Palmer’s contest to retain 
his position as Secretary to the Board of 
Education, took another turn this morning 
when Justice Andrews, on behalf of a tax- 
payer. issued a temporary in junction re- 
straining the Board of Education from re- 
moving Mr. Palmer except after a hearing 
and upon charges affecting his usefulness 
as a servant of the board. 

"In the complaint upon which the in- 
junction was issued it is ullegcd that the 
desire for Mr. Palmer’s removal is based 
solely upon his political opinions, and affi- 
liations. and not upon any sufficient reusou 
for removal. Justice Andrews also issued 
an order to show cause, made returnable on 
Monday, why tiie injunction should not be 
made permanent.” 

Would that a similar injunction could 
have been placed apon tiie action of tiie 
school committee, till they showed reasons 
for their action, in accordance with the re- 
spectful aud dignified request of Mr. Al- 
drich, emphasized by the indorsement of 
seventeen hundred of Newton’s best citi- 
zens. The spirit of its committee, rather 
than that of Mr. Aldrich, would seem to be 
fairly characterized as dictatorial, auto- 
cratic and what you going to do about it?

SALMON FIGHT FOR LIFE. 


Ftorlpa A limit Thin King of Fifth by 
nn Kx (terlenced Angler. 

“A salmon doesn’t toko the fly ns a 
trout dons, und it never rises to one while 
it is passim; up or down stream,” snid nn 
experienced angler for this king of fish. 
“It is only while the snlmon is lying at 
rest in pools, the reposing water at tin* 
foot of some rapid or the silent start in : 
place of such n rapid that it will respond 
to the fisherman’s east. 

“Salmon may be moving nlotig by th • 
thousand in the deep stretches of ;i 
stream that extend perhaps for a mile be 
tween rapids, but the angler might dm;, 
his Hies above them for a month if i! 
were possible without even being rowan! 
od by n single vise. The pool is the place 
to whip and the time early morning o. 
late in the afternoon. If the epicurean 
denizen of the pool is so inclined, there is 
sport ahead for the angler. He drops his 
fly lightly on the water, and then the sal- 
mon in the humor will rise to it and seize 
It at once. Then the excitement begins. 

It is divided between the fish and the 
angler. The more the salmon tries to get 
out of trouble the deeper he gets the fish- 
erman in. The fish no sooner feels the 
hook in his jaw than he seems to realize 
that he has got to get it out as soon as | 
possible. Then things begin to boil. 
The first thing the fisherman knows a 
hundred feet of line has spun from his 
reel, and he thinks he is in for a long 
chase down stream, when suddenly the 
salmon doubles and dashes straight back 
toward the boat. Then there is work for 
the angler if he expects to reel in the 
slack of the line and get it taut again in 
good time. • 

“No sooner is the line taut once more 
than the salmon feels its tension through 
the hook in its jaw. ami the chances are 
that he will shoot upward and out of the 
water iiis entire length and more. Tak- 
ing his header, he dashes madly down 
into the depths again, tearing iliis way 
and that way. darting around and around 
and making lively work for the fisherman 
nml the handler of his boat. After nn 
exciting series of maneuvers such ns this 
the mad fish may take it into his head to 
start down stream like a steam engine, 
putting the guide nt his best to keep the 
boat near him. The salmon may lend u 
chase of a mile in this way, then stop 
suddenly and resume its leaping and dou- 
bling tactics. 

“The light may last nn hour or more, 
and if the angler is skillful and cool and 
his guide or gaffinan dexterous and 
watchful the contest should have but one 
ending, and eventually the glittering 
prize will be stretched nt the bottom of 
the canoe. If the angler is not skillful 
and cool, the fight will nlso have hut one 
ending. The glittering fish will not be 
stretched on the bottom of the canoe, but 
in a very short time will he at the bottom 
of the pond, no doubt congratulating him- 
self that his foemnn was not worthy of 
his steel."— Washington Star.

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THE PERENNIAL TAX QUESTION. 

ANTI-DOUBLK TAXATION I.RAOVI WILL 
CONTINUE ITS EFFORT TO SECURE WHAT 
IT REGARDS AS .IU8TICK -THE EXEMP- 
TION OK FOREIGN STOCKS FROM TAX A- 
TION. 

Under the new presidency of Charles S. 
Hamlin, who has aooepted formally the 
office to which he was elected the other 
day. the anti-double taxation longue will 
continue its effort nt the Legislature to se- 
cure a change in the laws so that the stocks 
of foreign corporations shall not he taxed 
as they are now. Mr. Hamlin’s Idea is 
that the Legislature will hear a claim for 
justice, and that is all which the league 
asks for. Personally, It Is his Idea that 
the league should propose some general re- 
vision in the taxation laws whereby the 
burdens may be distributed justly. He is 
disposed to favor the exemption of person- 
al property entirely, and points to Phila- 
delphia as an instance of the success of 
this system of taxation, where the poor 
man’s home flourishes more than in any 
other large city In the country, and where 
the system of taxation seems to be suc- 
cessful. In regard to the prejudice against 
tax-dodgers, as the double doomage side 
calls the petitioners for exemption, he says 
that suoh a question ought not to be set- 
tled by prejudice, but on business grounds. 
The state must treat the question as a busi- 
ness matter. It is a problem of raising a 
given sum of money. Let the state adopt 
the means which are at the same time the 
most just and efllcient. Such a method he 
thinks that the exemption of all personal 
property would be.

NEWTON’S NEW ALMSHOUSE. 


STRUCTURE BEING ERECTED AT NEWTON 
HIGHLANDS WHICH WILL PROVE A NO- 
TARI.E ADDITION TO MUNICIPAL BUILD- 
INGS. 


One of the most notable additions of 
r cent years to the municipal buildings of 
Newton is the new almshouse now In the 
process of erection at Newton Highlands. 
Work on the structure wns begun early in 
June, and it is expected that the entire 
building will be ready for occupancy about 
Deo. 1. 

For a number of years it has been the 
intention of the olty government to erect 
an almshouse on the Newton Highlands 
site, as the laud was purchased about eight 
years ago. Not until Mayor E. B Wilson’s 
administration, however, was the necessary 
appropriation of the o.ljty’s money made. 

The city almshouse at present In use is 
known as the poor farm, and is located at 
Waban. The land on which the old build- 
ings now stand was recently sold, and will 
be converted into house lots. 

The new almshouse building will stand 
in a picturesque grove of oaks and chest- 
nuts, about 200 feet from Winchester street, 
Newton Highlands. In the front is a well- 
graded lawn, sloping toward the street. 

According to the plans prepared by Ken- 
dall, Taylor A Stevens of Boston, the main 
entrance is in the center of the administra- 
tion portion of the building, and at the end 
of each wing is an entrance for the in- 
mates. The grounds surrounding the 
building are to be so graded that ample 
light will bo afforded the basement. 

The exterior of the structure is to be 
treated in a broad way with shingled walls 
and overhanging roof.

Another illustration which Mr. Hamlin 
uses is that it is no more right for Massa- 
chusetts to catch and tax the holder of the 
shares of another state who lives in this 
state than it would be right for California 
to seize and tax some invalid who lived in 
that state only half of the year. It would 
have the person iu its power. He would 
have gone there to secure the benefits of 
the climate or other thing peculiarly the 
characteristic of the state, but it would not 
be regarded as a matter of justioe to tax 
such a person. 

No meeting of the league has yet been 
held to lay down the program fortheoom- 
ing session of the Legislature. Thus far 
In its history the league has not been able 
to secure the passage of any of its import- 
ant bills, but it has succeeded in defeating 
the bills which have been hostjjg.to its 
principles, especially the familiar double 
doomage bill, which has been presented 
for every year during the present agita- 
tion. The directors of the league have re- 
cently expressed themselves unanimously 
in favor of continuing the work of the 
league at the state house, believing, as Mr. 
Hamlin puts it, that the members will not 
fail to see the justice which is involved in 
their cause. 

It Is said further by the secretary of the 
league, Joseph E. Woods, that there Is no 
doubt that the league will present its bill 
for the exemption of foreign corporation 
stocks, with one important amendment, 
which has never been printed with the 
bill, that the act shall apply to only those 
taxpayers who make sworn returns of all 
” ir property which is taxed or taxable in 


den’s apartments on the first floor will be 
the two dining rooms of the main institu- 
tion.

The basement will be oeoupied by the 
kitchen, pantries and store rooms, together 
with a laundry and steam drying room. 
The heating plant and coal bins will also 
form a part' of the basement. 

At a short distance from the almshouse 
is being constructed a large stable lor the 
shelter of stock, as well as for general 
use. 

The work on both buildings is super- 
vised by Buildings Commissioner George 
II. Elder, and the estimated cost of the en- 
tire structure, together with the barn, is 
$28,000.

The Boston & Albany bade an informal 
farewell to its Kneeiand street station 
early last Sunday morning; but It took a 
few days to remove desks and other things 
to the south union statlqn, where, in the 
future, the general offices of the road will 
be located. 

The closing of the Kneeiand street de- 
pot occurred with the departure of the 
paper train about 3 o’olock Sunday morn- 
ing. After that hour all the entrances were 
tightly closed and the placards announo 
ing the change were tadked up on the 
doors. 

During the day not a few persons who 
use this road, and some strangers, had to 
do a lively sprint to the south terminal to 
catch their trains. 

There was no confusion at the new home 
of the road. An assistant foreman in 
speaking to the writer said: "Passengers 
have found their way around the new 
station very readily. Enough men are on 
duty to direot ail who come, and the 
chances are that everything will run along 
smoothly, of course, tomorrow it will be 
much busier, but if patrons remember that 
the B. & A. trains leave on the tracks num- 
bered from one to seten, little difficulty 
will be caused them." 

The first tram over the Albany to come 
into the new station Sunday morning wus 
the “owl,” officially known as No. 2. in 
charge of conductor “Jack” Adums. En- 
gineer Jones brought the train in on time, 
arriving at (».15. 

The first outward bound train left the 
station at 8.15 a. in., the Highland circuit 
train, in charge of conductor A. II. Kins- 
ley, F. A. Mowry engineer. Tills train 
was followed at 8.25 by the Worcester lo- 
cal. 

After these trains had departed the regu- 
lar Sunday schedule was carried out dur- 
ing the day. All trains left on time and no 
difficulty was encountered iu keeping mut- 
ters straight. 

THE LAST PASSENGER TRAIN. 

Midnight last Saturday suw tiie closing 
of the B. & A. railroad station as a ren- 
dezvous for travelers. 

The last train to leave the station was 
the local for Riverside, which carried 
the regular Suturday night com- 
plement of passengers. There was no de 
moustration either on the part of employes 
or passengers. But while there was no 
outward display of feeling, there was a 
straining on the part of the old employes. 
Leonard McClellan, who has stood at the 
gates fur the past 17 years and has been IU) 
years in the employ of the B. & A , being 
known to all the regular passengers, said 
to a Globe man: 

“This is like leaving home. 1 have boon 
here so long I know nearly every one who 
passes through the gates. I do not know 
what I shall do at the new’ station.” 

All the regulars stopped for a moment to 
shake him by the hand as they passed, and 
all with an expressed hope to meet him at 
the new station. 

The last train went out quietly at 11.30 
in churge of conductor John Severy. one 
of the old employes, whom the travelers 
by the 10.30 owl train of 10 years ago will 
recall. The passengers were directed to 
the train by gutemau C. F. Hyde, to whom 
Mr. McClellan gave up his charge. 

The last train into tne station, and the 
one that actually closed the business there, 
wus the train lrom Albany and tiie west, 
due at 11 33. It arrived on time in churge 
of conductor W. II. Brown. The passen- 
gers had leurned that tiie station was to be 
closed to the public with their train, mid 
they turned as they went out to give a 
purling look to tiie old place from which 
so many have gone to scenes of pleasure, 
and which held for others thoughts of sor- 
row. 

The station hud been cleared of most 
everything used there, and tiie employes 
of tiie road and of^the transfer company 
vvere busy gathering up the smaller articles 
and making them ready for removal.

HISTORY REPEATING ITSELF. 


EDMUND HUHKE’S SERVICES IN IIEKALF 
OF TIIE AMERICAN COLONIES. 


In a few days will recur the one hundred 
and twenty-third anniversary of the adop- 
tion by the representatives of the Ameri- 
can Colonists of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, severing the ties which bound 
them to mother country. It is fitting ut 
this time to recall the great service done 
the colonies by Edmund Burke, the great 
English Statesman, and some of his 
speeches would seem to have a direct ap- 
plication to present times: 

Addressing King George III, Burke 
said: Sir permit me to observe that the use , 
of force alone is but temporary. It may i 
subdue for a moment, but it does not re- ! 
move the necessity of subduing again ; and 
a nation is uot governed which is perpetu- | 

1 ally to be oonquered. A further objection i 
| to force is, that you impair the object by | 
your very endeavors to preserve it. The I 
thing you fought for is not the thing I 
which you recover; but depreciated, sunk, 
wasted and consumed in the contest. Noth- 
ing less will content me, thun whole ! 
America. 1 do not choose to consume its | 
strength along with our own, because in : 
all parts it is the British strength that I | 
consume; I do not choose wholly to break 
the American spirit, because it is the spirit 
that has made tiie country. For, in order ] 
to prove the Americans have no right to i 
their liberties, we are every day endeavor- j 
ing to subvert the inuxlms which preserve , 
the whole spirit ol our own. To prove 
that tiie Americans ought not to be free, ! 
we ure obliged to depreciate the value of , 
freedom itself; and we never seem to gain 
a paltry advantage over them in debate, | 
without attacking some of those principles, 
or deriding some of those feelings, for 
which our ancestors have shed their blood.

If you mean to satisfy them at all, you 

must satisfy them with regard to this com- 
plaint. If you mean to please any people, 
you must give them the boon which they 
ask; not wlmt you may think better for 
them, but of a kind totally different. Such 
an act may be a wise regulation, but it is 
I no concession.

Contending for 
an imaginary power, we begin to acquire 
the spirit of domination, and to lose the 
relish of honest equality. All dread of a 
standing military force is looked upon as a 
superstitious panic. We grow indifferent 
to the consequences inevitable to ourselves 
from the plan of ruling hulf the empire by 
a mercenary sword. We are taught to be- 
lieve that a desire of domineering over our 
countrymen is love to our country; and 
those who hate civil war abet rebellion, 
and that the amiable and conciliatory 
virtues of lenity, moderation and tender- 
ness to tiie privileges of those who depend 
on this kingdom, are a sort of treason to 
the state. It is impossible that we should 
remain long in a si tuition which breeds 
such notions and dispositions, without 
some great alteration iti the national 
character. 

With a mere change of name would not 
most of these sentiments be us applicable to 
the war that the President is carrying on 
in the Philippines, as they were to Ameri- 
ca? Another quotation from this great 
statesman shows that he could foresee tiie 
danger from a country ruled by trusts and 
monopolies. lie suid: 

Speaking of things in their ordinary 
course, in a country of monopoly there can 
be no patriotism. There may be a party 
spirit, but public spirit there cun be none. 
As to a spirit of liberty, still less can it 
exist, or anything like it.

THE B. & A. LEASE. 


Tho Boston & Albany lease is being dis- 
cussed on all sides, and Senator Dawes’ 
proposition that the state take the road is 
receiving a good deal of attention, as an 
alternative. 

Those who object to the lease olalra that 
the Boston & Albany managers are leasing 
n property that has paid 12 per cent, for 
only 8 per cent, and they claim that in 
spite of electric railway competition the 
road can be depended on to yield more than 
8 per cent, and still keep up the property. 
On the other hand, if it meets the usual 
fate of leased roads and is “milked” for all 
it is worth, it will yield the Vanderbilts 
much more than 12 per cent. There is evi- 
dently going to be a stiff tight over the 
question, and on this account the alterna- 
tive offered by Senator Dawes is being 
widely discussed. The Hartford Courant 
says : 

It is exceedingly significant that so 
thoughtful a man us ex -Senator Dawes bus 
come out openly in favor of having the 
state of Massachusetts exercise its option 
and bur the Boston & Albany railroad. 
There is no doubt that the right exists. 
The Springfield Republican takes Hie 
ground that the state would not drive so 
hard n bargain with a corporation, but, if 
it decided to take the property, would come 
nearer to giving the present market price. 
Pray when has a railroad exercised that 
spirit toward state or corporation when it 
has discovered that it has secured an unex- 
pected advantage'.’ Whoever lias bought 
“B it A.” stock lias bought it subject to 
this reserved right of the stute. There is 
no unfairness in holding to the obligation. 
If the New York Central should find that 
it had the right to buy the property at that 
price, would the Vanderbilts let the Cen- 
tral offer a lot more— unless they held a 
lig block of it themselves? Let the state 
of Massachusetts assert its ownership, and 
then it can lease the road itself, if it wish- 
es; and, il the leasing parties do not man- 
age it to suit, the state can reassert its 
possession. Indeed, a state cannot be 
sued, and so it would be as easy for Massa- 
chusetts to repudiate the contract later, if 
it wished to, as it has been fur railroad 
managers to do the same tiling when they 
saw the advantage of so doing. It would 
be mightily interesting ami entertaining to 
see Massachusetts try its baud at running 
a railroad. The variation from seeing rail- 
roads run states would be a relief.

—Tin. weather on Wednesday was a 
complete surprise to every one. After a 
cool night, one stepped out of doors and 
into a regular Turkish batli atmosphere, 
hot, damp and breathless. The weather 
experts explain the conditions by saying 
that the humidity was 05 per cent, and at 
intervals all day it touched the 100 point 
and the rain came down. Everything was 
w arm and damn and sticky and our first 
dog day was an unexampled success. Some 
anti-imperialists claim that the President's 
annexation of the Philippines is responsi- 
ble for such weather, and suggest that he 
and General Corbin have been remiss in 
not establishing a Dingiey prohibitive 
tariff against such importations.

"1 remember on one occasion some ri- 
val claimants came dowu from Shasta 
and took possession of a cabin not far 
from the i«ud >*r tlie flume line. Our boss, 
who was a log Irishman named Murphy, 
told us to turn the stream on tlie place, 
and as we were all spoiling for n row 
we lost no time in obeying. I never saw 
such demolition in my life. The shanty 
flew seven ways for Sunday, and one of 
the fellows inside was pitched bodily 
through the air and landed into the river. 
The distance was so groat that nobody 
was killed, lint all were badly hurt, and 
after t hit t our gang was kuown as Mur- 
phy’s light artillery. Mark Twain draws 
a very vivid picture of hydraulic mining 
in ’Roughing It,’ and from personal ex- 
peitence 1 can assure you lie linsu’t em- 
broidered the facts in the least.”— New’

BRAVE MEN AND COOL 

THE NORTHWESTERN MOUNTED e>0- 
UCE DON’T KNOW FEAR

A tiny force of 750 men. the North- 
western mounted police of Cnuaila. 
guards and controls a territory nearly as 
lirgo as the whole of Europe. 'They are 
big. powerful men physically, most of 
them of sturdy Scotch or Irish extraction, 
and the moral force of tlie brilliant red 
tunic which they wear is a minor reve- 
lation of the method by which the tiny 
British isles govern an empire. Although 
there are thousands of Indians and huif 
breeds more dangerous tluiu Indians aud 
rough, reckless miners and outlaws in 
their domain, they ride tlie plains nnd 
climb the mountains and keep the peace 
of tlie third of a continent. The mission 
of these scarlet coated guardians is peace. 
Here are illustrations. They perhaps 
picture the. method: 

When Piapot, restless, quarrelsome, 
drink loving, and his swarthy, hawk fac- 
ed following spread their circle of smoke 
tanned tepees near the construction line 
of tlie Canadian Pacific railway beyond 
Swift Current, there was inaugurated 
the preliminary of a massacre, or what- 
ever form of entertainment the brain of 
Piapot might devise. 

Then the railway management sent a 
remonstrance to the powers. The lieu- 
tenant governor issued an order, and two 
policemen rode forth carrying her majes- 
ty’s commands. Not a brigade nor n 
troop. The officer bearing tin* written 
order was but a sergeant. With him was 
one constable. That was the force that 
was to move this turbulent tribe from 
good bunting ground to a secluded spot 
miles away. 

Piapot refused to move. The sergeant 
calmly gave him 15 minutes in which to 
begin striking camp. Result, 15 min- 
utes of abuse. The Indians screamed de- 
tinnee at the sergeant and fired their guns 
under the sergeant’s nose as they circled 
about him in their pony spirit war dance. 

When the 15 minutes were up. the ser- 
geant threw his picket line to tlie consta- 
ble, dismounted, walked over to Chief 
Piapot’s tepee and calmly knocked tlie 
key pole out. All the warriors rushed for 
their guns, und one of the biggest bluffs 
on record was played by the redskin. 

But the sergeant continued methodical- 
ly knocking key poles out. and Piapot 
saw that tin* game was up. lie must 
either kill the sergeant— stick his knife 
in tin* heart of the whole British nation— 
or give up nnd move away.

IT IS ONLY 26 MILES LONG AND HAS 
35 SHARP CURVES. 

This Honrt In the Crookeilest One In 

the I nltnl NUtPt, nml One of It* 

TnriiN In ftnld to lie the Ahorleit 

Mnllrond C«r»e In the World. 

"This is the crookeilest railroad In 
Ameriky.” 

The (tain on the 1!0 miles of narrow 
gauge road from Jerome Junction, A. T.. 
to the mining cnmp of Jerome was just 
entering the hills from the plain and was 
beginning to creak and groan ns it round- 
ed the short curves when n passenger 
leaned forward from his seat and pro- 
jected this remark into the ear of a re- 
porter for The Star. 

"There are No curves, one of them 45 
degrees and 34 of them 40 dcgn>es on 
this road." the voice continued, "and 
they are nearly all on 3 per cent grades. 
It’s the cmokcdcst railroad in Ameriky.” 

The speaker seemed to get considera- 
ble satisfaction out of this statement and 
repented it several times. The reporter 
did not offer any dissenting opinion, for 
there was no room for argument. This 
road from the Santa IV system up to 
Jerome, where W. A. Clark’s great Verde 
copper mine is situated, is indeed a mar- 
vel in its construction and the difficulties 
it overcomes. 

Leaving the Junction on the plain, it 
runs direct on comparatively level ground 
to the hills, 
mountain and

In building this road no attempt was 
made to follow other than the grades 
provided by nature.

Sneeeaa of an American Amateur In 
n Snntli American .lull. 

A member of the Camera club tells 
with some pride of an incident which 
happened while he was traveling in South 
America ami points out the result of it 
ns a triumph for photography: 

“It was in one of the cities of Peru, 
nnd nti American acquaintance of mine 
who was there temporarily on business 
was trotting me around among the sights 
of the town. After we bad visited most 
of the show places he said one day: 

“ ‘Now, I want you to see the old dun- 
geon of a prison which they have here, 
but it is a place where you can’t take 
your camera. The rules are very severe 
against that. I wish you could, though, 
for you would get some mighty interest- 
ing pictures.
